Before  the  Farmers'  institute  con»ven- 
tiou  had  been  in  session  more  than  two 
hours  yesterday  morning,  the  pre'mli 
arrived  to  welcome'  tpeni  lo  Victoria. 
Mr.  W.  K.  Scott,  the  Depot/  Ministe- 
of  Agriculture,  find  'the  chairman  of  the 
convention,  in  his  Introductory  spot  Oil 
reminded  Sir  Richard  of  the  time,  not 
many  yearn  tutu,  when  the  re^reeental  iv.- 
body  of  these  Institutes  met  in  a  small 
room  In  the  Parliament  building  and 
consisted  of  not  more  than  a  dozen 
members.  The  Institutes  now  covered 
the  whole  of  the  agricultural  parts  of 
the  Province  and  the  delegates  here 
that   day    representd    over    *fl00    farmers. 

Sir  Richard  McRride  said  he  well  re- 
mebored  the  first  meeting  he  addressed. 
end  he  congratulated  his  audience  on  the 
increase  that  had  boon  brought  about 
both  In  the  machinery  of  the  institution 
and  In  the  industry  which  they  repre- 
sented. The  Government  had  from  time 
to  time  been  asked  to  appropriate  pub- 
lic monies  to  assist  the  Industry,  and  he 
would  venture  to  say  that:  In  almost 
every  ease  these  Had  been  -wisely  spent. 
Commends    Fraternal    Care 

He  commended  ihe  fraternal  care 
with  which  they  had  watched  over  the 
great  variety  of  Interests  Included  In 
agriculture.  They  seemed  to  be  taking 
up  more  and  more  responsibilities,  and 
had  co-operated  heartily  with  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  In  Its  efforts  to 
help  them.

consists  of  two  floors  and  a  basement, 
partitioned  off  in  a  manner  conducive  to 
the  highest  efficiency  from  an  educa- 
tional point  of  view;  and  stands  in  a 
seven  acre  bfoek  of  ground.  Added  to 
that,  when  completed,  It  will  be  a  most 
imposing  sight  as  it  stands  on  an  emin- 
ence, the  ground  all  around  the  actual 
building  grading  off  gently  and  afford- 
ing It  a  'spectacular  appearance  that 
would  have  been  difficult  to  secure  on 
another  site.  Generally  and  particu- 
larly, the  site  is  regarded  as  Ideal  :n 
every  respect,  and  .the  city,  which,  in  u 
sense  It  will  overlook,  will  have  every 
reason  to  be  proud  of  It.

country.  An  efficient  and  always  de- 
pendable civil  service  was  fully  rocog- 
nlaed  as  being  the  very  core  of  success- 
ful government  and  absolutely  essential 
to  tho  proper  carrying  on  of  depart- 
mental business;  und  British  Columbia 
was  fortunate  in  having  in  Its  elvil  ser- 
vice a  body  of  men  and  women  well  able 
to  measure  up  to  the  full  reo-uiremehts 
of  thoir  various  official  duties,  opurtopua 
and  well-tried  civil  servants,  giving  their 
best  abilities  to  the  work  entrusted  to 
them. 

In  connection  with  the  civil  service, 
the  Government  had,  during  some  years 
past,  been  carefully  considering  plans 
for  the  establishment  of  a  service  i  I  i- 
oloii  system,  which  appeared  to  be  de- 
sirable and  necessary  in  the  building 
up  of  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  civil 
service. 

By  reports  I'riun  Ottawa  it  was  under- 
stood thut  the  Federal  authorities  were 
also  at  the  present  time  considering  the 
iii-establlshment  of  provisions  for  pen- 
sions in  the  Dominion  statute  book,  in 
connection  with  the  civil  service  ar- 
rangements, it  had  therefore  been 
thought  best  to  await  the  action  Of 
Ottawa  before  proceeding  with  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Provincial  civil  ser- 
vice pension  scheme,  as  undoubtedly  the 
experience  and  investigations  of  the  Fed- 
eral authorities  on  this  subject  would 
be  most  helpful  to  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment In   formulating  a  pension  plan. 

It  was  proposed  to  make  the  act  as 
complete  as  available  information  and 
statistics  would  permit,  and  next  year 
In  all  probability  a  bill  would  be  pre-

In  an  effort  to  ascertain  Just  what 
the  city  proposes  to  do  relative  to  the 
proposals  which  were  last  year  flls- 
oussed  with  his  father,  Mr.  Thomas  H. 
Ma.vson,  the  noted  landscape  architect, 
Mr.  Mawson.  jr.,  is  in  the  city,  and  yes- 
terday had  an  interview  with  Mayor 
Morley.  Alderman  Dilworth,  chairman 
of  the  Parks  Committee,  and  City  En- 
gineer Rust. 

Last  year  the  City  Council,  upon  sug- 
ilon  of  Alderman  Cuthbert,  the  then 
chairman  of  the  Parks  Committee,  en- 
tered Into  negotiations  with  Mr.  T.  H. 
Mawson  with  a  view  of  having  him  sub- 
mit a  scheme  of  continuous  park  im- 
provement whereby  one  comprehensive 
scheme  covering  all  the  city's  parks 
and  open  spaces  would  be  prepared, 
which  would  be  carried  out  over  a  term 
of  years.  As  a  result  of  the  negotiations, 
a  contract  was  prepared  and  forwarded 
to  Mr.  Mawson  and  signed  by  him,  but 
later  the  Council  refused  to  sign  It,  the 
opposition  from  Mayor  Beckwlth  and 
others  holding  up  the  ratification  of  the 
agreement.  Later  Mr.  Mawson,  himself. 
came  from  TShgUhd  arnr  <flsnis*M  me- 
ters with  the  Council,  the  financial 
stringency  at  that  time  being  pointed 
to  as  sufficient  reason  why  nothing 
further  should  be  done.  Mr.  Mawson 
expressed  his  entire  willingness  to  per- 
mit matters  to  rest  until  such  time  as 
the  city  whs  in  a  position  to  go  ahead, 
making  it  clear  that  while  he  felt  ho  tiad 
good  legal  claims  upon  the  city  for  the 
expense  and  trouble  to  which  he  had 
been  put,  his  sole  desire  VU  to  assist 
the  city.  At  the  same  time  be  Im- 
pressed upon  the  Council  the  great  ad- 
vantage which  would  accrue  to  Victoria 
by  the  Inauguration  of  some  definite 
and  comprehensive  scheme  .here  whrrc 
the.  natural  conditions  are  so  iit<  ii  tot 
the  establishment  of  a  park  system 
unrivaled  by  that  of  any  other  city  «" 
the   continent. 

Mr.  Mawson,  Jr.  Here 
Matters  have  remained  In  that  posi- 
tion, and  yesterday  Mr.  Mawson's  son, 
whose  headquarters  are  at  Vancouver. 
resumed  acquaintance  with  the  City 
Council.  Mayor  Morley  expressed  his 
sympathetic  Interest  in  a  proper  scheme 
of  park  development,  urging  as  a  re- 
quisite a  parks  commission,  -whereby  the 
parks  management  would  be  taken  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  Council,  and  the 
whole  matter  considered  and  executed 
by  a  committee  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose  solely. 

Mr.  Mawson  received  his  first  rebuff 
from  Alderman  Dilworth,  who  cheerfully 
announced  that  "We  have  no  use  for 
your  'high   falutin'  schemes." 

"I  asked  him  what  he  meant,"  said 
Mr.  Mawson  last  night,  "but  he  did  not 
appear  to  know,  but  he  asserted  that 
anyway,  the  City  Council  would  not 
come  to  my  father  if  any  park  im- 
provement   scheme    were    desired." 

Alderman  Dllwort*  also  declared,  so 
Mr.  Mawson  stated,  that  he  (Alderman 
Dilworth)  considered  he  could  do  all 
that  might  be  necessary  for  Victoria's 
park  beautll  ii uion.  and  if  not,  then 
there  were  other  local  men  whose  quali- 
fications as  landscape  experts,  would 
prove  quite  sufficient  for  Victoria.  Mr. 
Mawson  doubted  this  last  assertion,  but 
Alderman  Dilworth  waived  him  off  with 
tlie  declaration  that  it  was  no  use  of 
Mr.  Mawson  doing  any  more  talking, 
and  that,  anyway,  Vancouver  had  turned 
down  the  senior  Mr.  Mawson's  scheme 
drafted    for    that    city. 

Mr.  Mawson  emphatically  denied  that 
such  was  the  case.  On  the  contrary, 
the  Parks  Board  of  the  Terminal  City 
had  heartily  approved  of  what  is  known 
as  scheme  No.  4,  and  had  strongly  recom- 
mended it  to  the  Council  there,  and  as 
evidence  of  the  approval  of  the  people 
of  Vancouver.  Parks  Commissioner 
Owens,  who  favored  the  Mawson  scheme, 
has  been  returned  by  the  electors  by  a 
very   large  majority. 

But  these  facts  did  not  disturb  the 
head  of  the  Victoria  Parks  Committee, 
and  Mr.  Mawson  withdrew,  mentally 
conjecturing,  he  says,  what  will  be  the 
outcome  of  Victoria's  park  system  after 
Alderman  Dilworth  gets  through  with  it. 
To  The  Colonist,  Mr.  Mawson  em- 
phatically disclaimed  any  idea  of  forcing 
the  city's  hand.  He  is  ready  to  admit 
the  necessity  of  the  oity  first  making 
the  requisite  financial  arrangements,  but 
in  view  of  the  negotiations  last  year  be- 
tween the  city  and  his  father,  he  feeln 
that  some  consideration  is  due  to  his 
father,  and  that  any  scheme  undertaken 
should  receive  his  father's  consideration. 
His  father  will  be  on  this  coast  In 
March.  He  has  a  great  deal  of  work 
ahead  of  him,  including  a  beautiflcation 
scheme  for  Calgary,  which  is  paying 
him  125,000  for  his  services,  improve- 
ment schemes  for  the  Universities  at 
Saskatoon  and  Calgary,  and  at  Halifax, 
the  Vancouver  project  and  work  for  the 
Government  at  the  Banff  National  Park, 
and  in  June  he  Is  due  In  Australia, 
where  he  will  lecture  before  the  Aus- 
tralian   Universities. 

Mr.  Mawson,  Jr.,  pointed  to  Victoria's 
unrivaled  natural  advantages  artd  the 
asset  which  its  parks  provide.  He  be- 
lieved the  citizens  of  Victoria  cannot 
afford  to  neglect  the  opportunity  of 
carrying  out  the  work  on  a  comprehen- 
sive line  which  will  result  In  a  mag- 
nificent result.  If  the  city  requires  the 
services  of  Mr.  Mawson's  firm,  the  Can- 
adian headquarters  of  which  are  in 
t  Vancouver,  It  can  secure  them  from 
time  to  time  to  carry  out  the  work,  a 
permanent  staff,  composed  almost 
wholly  of  Canadian  landscape  gardeners,, 
being  employed  In  Vancouver.  But  the 
beat  result*  will  be  secured  only  by  the 
carrying  out  of  a  connected  policy. 


A  novel  ferry  boat  has  been  complet- 
ed for  the  port  of  Hamburg.  It  is  pro- 
vided with  a  movable  deck.  Which  has 
lifting  power  sufficient  to  raise  a  load 
of  six  freight  cars,  three  on  each  side, 
to  a  height  of  sixteen  feet.  The  vessel 
is  of  470  tone  gross  measurement,  and 
is  116.47  feet  long,  50.85  feet  in  breadth, 
and  12.46  feet  deep.  It  has  two  triple- 
expansion  engines  of  640  indicated 
horse  power.  There  is  a  high  steel 
superstructure,  on  the  top  of  which  1b 
the  officers'  bridge,  from  which  point 
all  the  operations  of  loading,  unloading 
and   navigation  can   be  directed. 

A  ferry  service  of  this  character  has 
become  necessary  because  of  the  great 
extensions  which  are  being  made  to  the 
port  of  Hamburg.  The  berth  in  which 
the  vessel  enters  and  receives  its  load 
is  completely  enclosed,  so  that  it  is  not 
Influenced  by  the  current  of  the  river  or 
the.  movements  of  passing  steamers.  The 
movable  dock  is  indispensable,  as  ih<  n- 
ls  a  tidal  variation  in  the  water  level  of 
abQUt  8.56  feet  in  normal  times,  and  con- 
siderably more  '~n  abnormal  periods. 
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Easter  Sunday  Depends  Upon 
Movements  of  the  Moon — 
Origin  of  Observance  Filled 
With  Interest  to  Churchgoers 
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The  fact  that  Ash  Wednesday  falls 
upon  February  5  ha<s  caused  a  good 
many  people  to  wonder  why  the  season 
of  Lent  sets  In  so  early  this  year.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  this  will  be  the  earli- 
est Ash  Wednesday  in  the  past  thirty- 
four  years.  The  nearest  to  It  was  in 
1883  and  1894,  when  the  day  fell  upon 
February  7.  Next  year,  according  to 
the  Church  calendar,  Ash  Wednesday 
will  not  fall  until' "February  25,  a  dif- 
ference of  nearly  three  weeks,  while  in 
mil    it    will    not   fall    until    March    8. 

Of  the  thousands  of  people  who  ob- 
serve the  solemn  season  of  prayer, 
penitence,  fasting  and  almsgiving,  com- 
paratively few  are  aware  that  the  date 
of  Easter  Sunday  depends  absolutely 
upon  the  moon,  for  to  quote  the  words 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  "Eas- 
ter Day,  on  which  the  rest  depend,  Is  al- 
ways the  first  Sunday  after  the  Full 
Moon,  which  happens  upon,  or  next  af- 
ter the  twenty-first  day  of  March;  and 
If  the  full  moon  happens  upon  a  Sun- 
day,  Easter  Day  is  the  Sunday  after." 

Easter  day  therefore,  depending  as  it 
does  upon  the  Paschal  moon  Is  neces- 
sarily  a   movable    feast. 

Origin   of  X>«nt 

The  origin  of  Lent  is  full  of  Interest. 
According  to  Frcre,  one  of  the  greatest 
modern  authorities  on  theological  mut- 
ters, "it  probably  grew  out  of  two 
things.  1.  A  strict  unbroken  fast 
either  on  Good  Friday  only,  or  for  the 
time  between  Our  Lord's  death  and  His 
resurrection,  a  period  which  came  to  be 
estimated  at  forty  hours;  2,  A  period  of 
forty  days  of  preparation  for  the  fes- 
tival of  Easter,  and  especially  of  train- 
ing the  catechumens  for  the  baptism 
on  Easter  eve. 

The  fast  was  enlarged  so  as  to  cover 
the  whole  of  Holy  Week,  and  then  by 
different  degrees  and  different  meth- 
ods to  cover  the  whole  forty  days, 
which  then  were  explained  as  being  kept 
In  memory  of  Our  Lord's  fast  in  th. 
wilderness.  The  forty  days,  as  days  of 
general  preparation  rather  than  of  fast- 
ing, were  recognized  by  the  time  of  the 
Nlcene  Council,  325,  but  as  time  went 
on  they  were  observed  in  different  ways 
and    varying   degrees." 

Last  year,  Holy  "Week,  in  the  Angli- 
can and  Roman  Catholic,  Churches,  ex- 
actly coincided  with  the  days  which 
elapsed  two  thousand  years  ago  between 
the  triumphant  entry  of  Christ  into 
Jerusalem  and  His  appearance  to  Mary 
in  the  garden  after  His  Joyful  resurrec- 
tion. 

Qaeotlon  of  Obsevwoaee 

Whether  with  the  growth  of  the 
years  there  comes  an  Improvement  or  a 
falling  away  in  the  manner  In  which 
Lent  is  observed,  is  not  an  easy  mat- 
ter to  decide,  for  while  in  some  places 
the  Lenten  services  are  chiefly  charac- 
terized by  empty  pews,  in  others  the 
churches  are  crowded  to  the  doors.  It 
la  an  accepted  conclusion,  however, 
that  the  social  season  proper  cease* 
with  the  chiming  of1  the  hour  of  mid- 
night on  Shrove  Tuesday,  and  during 
the  forty  days  few  If  any  social  events 
of  any  striking  Importance,  are  ever 
given  In  circles  frequented  by  members 
of  the  two  churches  which  observe  the 
penitential   season. 

The  rule,  however,  is  not  so  strictly 
kept  with  regard  to  theetregolng,  al- 
though quite  a  number  church  people  do 
abstain  from  this  as  from  almost  every 
other  form  of  amusement  until  Blaster. 
By  the  same  token  the  Roman  and 
Anglican  churches  both  disapprove  of 
.the  solemnisation  of  marriages  during 
Lent,  although  of  course,  exceptions  are 
made  when  necessary.  Blaster  Sunday 
this   year   falls    upon   March    2S.

words   in  comment   upon  the  announce- 
ment,  which   Is   easily  one  of  the  most 
important    which    lias   been   made   in   re- 
spect  to  its  bearing  upon  the  future  of 
this    city    in    recent    years,    must    be    to 
congratulate    the   people   of   Victoria   on 
this   n*»-  assurance  of  continued  growth 
and    prosperity;    and    then    to    congratu- 
late Mr.    Sperling  himself  and   Mr.   A.   T. 
Goward,    ilie    local  •  manager,    ami    their 
associates,    ui-on    the   evidence    thus   fur- 
nished   tha;    the    company    which    they 
so    ably    represent    lias    unbounded    faith 
in  the  future  of  this  city.     It  is  hardly 
possible    to     use    too    extravagant     lan- 
guage  In   attempting   to   depict    the   sig- 
nificance   of    this    announcement    in    re- 
spect   to    the    immediate    future    of    Vic- 
toria,  for   it   unquestionably   means   that 
the  heads  of  one  of  the  most  carefully 
managed    corporations    In      Canada    see 
nothing  ahead    of   Victoria   but    further 
and  greater  expansion  and  prosperity.    We 
have    not    been    told    the   sum    of   money 
which     is     Involved     in     this     enterprise, 
but    it    must    be    a    very    large    one — an 
expenditure  which  would  never  have  been 
authorized   except   after    the    most   care- 
ful  consideration.     That   such   a  decision 
to    proceed    was    reached,    ought    to    be 
good   enougli    tidings    for    the    people   of 
Victoria. 

In  respect  to  the  choice  of  a  site,  we 
think  the  company  has  acted  very 
wisely.  It  has  long  been  recognized 
that  Douglas  Street  is  naturally  the 
main  artery  leading  from  the  city  to 
the  great  district  to  the  north;  and 
Pandora  Avenue  is  also  recognized  to 
be  a  very  promising  thoroughfare,  so 
many  improvements         are         mooted 

for  it.  Time  was,  not  so  very  long  ago, 
when  an  announcement  of  this  na- 
ture would  have  hod  a  disturb- 
ing effect  upon  other  settled  centres  of 
business  activity;  but  thl«  time  has, 
happily,  long  since  passed;  and  we  look 
forward  to  developments  in  the  section 
indicated  with  nothing  but  feelings  of 
the    most    pleasurable   anticipation. 

A  word  must  be  said  as  to  the  gen- 
eral policy  of  the  B.  C.  Klectrtc  Railway 
Company  In  regard  to  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver island.  Some  of  us  have  in  the 
past,  perhaps,  felt  that  the  company's 
interests  upon  the  Mainland  were  re- 
ceiving too  great  a  share  of  attention, 
but  this  can  hardly  be  said  now. 
The  construction  of  a  line  twen- 
ty-two miles  In  length  to  Saanich,  the 
erection  of  a  great  generating  plant  at 
Jordan  River  with  a  capacity  of  24,000 
horse-power,  and  the  building  of  nu- 
merous brancli  lines  of  railway  through- 
out the  city,  to  say  nothing  of  minor 
expenditures,  are  convincing  proof  that 
the  B.  C.  Klectric  feels  that  Its  future 
is  closely  Interwoven  with  the  future 
of  Victoria  and  the  Island  and  that  it 
intends  to  do  Its  part  In  bringing  about 
the*  great  development  to  which  we  all 
look  forward  with  the  utmost  confi- 
dence.

We  shall  not  take  up  any  of  the  other 
points  in  connection  with  Provincial 
affairs  upon  which  the  Premier  touched, 
and  shall  only  make  brief  mention  of  his 
very  definite  statement  of  his  position, 
and  what  he  regards  as  the  position  of 
the  people  of  British  Columbia  in  regard 
to  the  naval  defence  of  this  Coast.  Sir 
Richard  places  this  question  of  defence 
In  the  very  foremost  place  among  the 
issues  of  the  day.  He  is  deeply  im- 
pressed, as  every  student  of  the  situation 
must  be  Impressed.  with  the  rapid 
changes  that  are  taking  place  In  the 
countries  bordering  on  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
He  realises  fully  the  wonderful  pro- 
gress that  has  been  made  In  British 
Columbia  and  the  yet  more  wonderful 
progress  which  the  immediate  future 
will  witness.  He  holds  it  to  be  a  tluty 
which  we  owe  to  ourselves,  not  to  speak 
of  the  duty  we  owe  to  the  Empire,  to  sec 
that  this  Imperial  Frontier  is  not  left 
defenceiess  against  possible  enemies. 
The  soundness  of  his  views  In  this  re- 
gard cannot  successfully  be  called  in 
question. 


TBH     PtEMIIK'S     SPIECH 


Sir  Richard  McBrlde  spoke  yesterday 
on  the  Address.  A  full  report  of  his 
remarks  la  given  elsewhere,  but  some 
comment  may  be  made  upon  them.  It 
would  be  Impossible  for  any  one  in  a 
single  speech  to,  touch  at  any  length 
upoii  the  several  matters  dealt  with  in 
the  Address  or  by  Mr.  Parker  Williams 
In  his  criticism;  the  Premier,  there- 
fore, wisely  confined  himself  to  the 
consideration  of  a  few  of  tho  more  im- 
portant topics.  He  spoke  dispassion- 
ately and  with  much  clearness.  He  was 
able  to  make  some  very  interesting 
statements.  One  of  them  was  that  in 
the  course  of  a  very  few  weeks  the 
Better  Terms  Commission  will  be  at 
work.  It  la  premature  to  venture  even 
a  surmise  as  to  what  the  result  of  this 
investigation  may,  be;  but  U  Is  certainly 
a  vary  excellent  thing  that  the  prosreu- 
i  Uon  of  the  claim*  Ot  thie  Province  has 
toeea  so  far  advanced.  Whatever  may 
a*  f*a  outcome,  it  can  at  leant  be  claim. 


CANADIAN       BANK       OT       COMMERCE 

A  very  flourishing  state  of  affairs  is 
shown  by  the  forty-sixth  annual  report 
of  the  Canadian  Rank  of  Commerce.  The 
net  profits  for  the  fiscal  year,  which 
ended  November  30  last,  after  providing 
for  all  bad  and  doubtful  debts,  amounted 
to  $2,811, 806.42.  On  the  credit  side  of 
the  financial  statement  appears  a  sum 
of  $2,400,000  transferred  from  the  rest 
account  of  the  Eastern  Townships  Bank, 
which,  it  will  be  rcmembercl,  was  taken 
over  by  the  Bank  of  Commerce  during 
the  year.  At  the  end  of  November,  1911, 
the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  profit 
and  loss  account  was  $203,394.89.  in  the 
statement  under  review  the  amount  car- 
ried forward  is  $771,578.88.  The  notes 
of  the  bank  in  circulation  amount  to 
nearly  sixteen  and  a  half  millions,  and 
the  deposits  to  $197,617,462,  of  which 
amount  $139. 030, 648.15  is  bearing  inter- 
est. The  paid  up  capital  of  the  institu- 
tion Is  $15,000,000,  and  the  rest 
$12,500,000. 

The  statement  is  In  every  respect  a 
most  prosperous  one.  During  the  year 
thirty-three  new  branches  have  been 
opened  up,  and,  In  addition,  a  number  of 
sub-agencies.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  one  of  the  new  branches  was  on 
Oak  Bay  Avenue.  The  acquisition  of 
.the  Eastern  Townships  Bank  meant  tho 
taking  over  of  the  head  office  at  Sher- 
brooke,  Quebec,  together  with  ninety- 
nine  branches  and  sub-agencies,  chiefly 
situated  in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  The 
terms  of  the  consolidation  were  the  Issu- 
ance to  the  shareholders  of  the  Eastern 
Townships  Bank,  in  exchange  for  their 
stock  in  that  institution,  of  60,000  shares 
of  new  stock  of  the  Bank  of  Commerce 
having  a  par  value  of  $3,000,000.  Thin 
accounts  for  the  paid  up  capital  of  the 
bank  being  now  $15,000,000,  while  the 
Treasury  Board  has  approved  the  in- 
crease of  the  authorized  capital  stock  to 
$25,000,000. 

One  of  the  most  Interesting  features 
of  the  recent  annual  meeting  was  the 
publication  of  a  review  of  the  business 
conditions  during  the  year  iyi2.  This 
covers  the  Maritime  Provinces,  New- 
foundland, Quebec.  Ontario,  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  British  Colum- 
bia, the  Yukon,  the  United  States,  Mexi- 
co and  Great  Britain  In  every  way  It 
Is  a  most  valuable  compendium,  contain- 
ing much  useful  information  on  the  con- 
ditions which  have  affected  material 
proajyority.  Here  is  something  of  what 
It  has  to  aay  about  British  Columbia:

This  plan  does  not  common  i  itself 
to  us.  In  the  first  place  ;vc  ioubt  if 
the  people  of  this  country  would  see 
the  wisdom  of  a  policy  which  Included 
compulsory  training.  In  the  second 
place  it  Is  very  hard  to  understand  how 
Australia  hopes  to  I  urn  out  competent 
men  under  the  conditions  proposed.  It 
is  said  that  in  the  British  navy  It  takes 
seven  years  to  make  an  efficient  blue- 
jacket. This  period  of  apprenticeship 
is  under  a  system  where  the  men  are 
engaged  in  naval  service  all  the  time, 
so  that  under  the  Australian  scheme, 
based  on  this  way  of  reckoning,  it 
would  take  the  recruits  something  like 
120  years,  to  become  efficient.  Such  a 
supposition  is  of  course  ludicrous,  but 
it  serves  to  point  out  that  Australia,  on 
the  proposed  lines,  cannot  hope  to  man 
her  navy  with  bluejackets  similarly 
trained  to  those  on  British  warships. 
All  she  would  have  is  a  naval  reserve, 
very  useful  doubtless,  but  regarded  as 
in    no    way    equal    to    fully    trained    men. 

If  the  future  should  decide  that  tli  •> 
beat  method  by  which  the  Oversea 
Dominions  can  help  in  the  matter  of 
Imperial  defence  is  to  have  navies  of 
their  own,  it  is  only  right  to  assume 
that  the  calibre  and  experience  of  the 
men  who  serve  on  such  warships  should 
be  equal  to  that  of  the  personnel  of 
the  British  vessels.  Otherwise  some 
of  the.  fighting  units  of  the  Empire  will 
be  inferior  to  others  which  cannot  help 
placing  the  Dominions  in  a  humiliating 
position.  In  the  permanent  naval  policy 
to  be  decided  upon  by  Mr.  Borden's 
Government  during  the  next  few  years 
we  cannot  too  strongly  urge  that  tha 
methods  of  training  for  those  who  man 
the  ships,  to  be  stationed  on  either  the 
Atlantic  or  Pacific  Coasts,  resemble  as 
closely  as  possible  those  in  vogue  In 
the  Royal  Navy.  Such  methods  are  the 
r?sult  of  an  unequaled  experience  in 
naval  matters.  When  Canada  lias  a 
fleet  of  her  own  we  want  the  ships  to 
be  the  best  type  of  fighting  machines, 
and  the  men  aboard  them  to  be  equal 
to   any   bluejackets    in    the   world. 


OTBTEB     CTJXTTTBS. 


Dr.  W.  Wymond  YValkem,  who  has 
paid  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the 
propagation  of  oysters  and  lobsters, 
writes  us  a  very  Interesting,  and.  w« 
think,  important  letter  in  regard  to  one 
branch  of  the  subject.  If  the  full 
grown  eastern  oystors  can  be  trans- 
planted to  this  country  and  be  so  placed 
that  they  will  reproduce  their  kind,  it 
will  be  of  very  great  advantage.  Oys- 
ters are  a  very  valuable  article  of  com- 
merce, and  would  be  much  more  largely 
used  as  food  If  they  could  be  obtained 
more  freely  and  at  a  more  reasonable 
price    than   at   present. 

To  what  extent  the  Provincial  De- 
partment of  Fisheries  has  investigated 
the  subject  we  are  not  advised;  but 
we  know  we  will  touch  a  responsive 
chord  ln  the  breast  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  who  is  at  the  head  of  that 
branch  of  the  public  service,  when  we 
say  that  it  would  bo  a  most  excellent 
thing  If  the  oyster  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  could  be  induced  to  make 
British  Columbia  waters  his  permanent 
habitat.  We  would  like  Mr.  Bowser  to 
take  an  opportunity  to  tell  the  public 
something  of  the  virtue  of  the  luscious 
bivalves  which  live  in  the  waters  near 
hla    former    home. 


Captain  Einar  Mikkelsen,  who  recent- 
ly returned  from  a  three  years'  explora- 
tion tour  ln  the  Arctic,  says  that  the 
Peary  Channel  does  not  exist.

Now  that  tile  British  Columbia  Elec 
trie  Railway  is  planning  so  many  im- 
provements for  Victoria  and  vicinity, 
why  does  it  not  go  further  and  build 
a  suburban  line  through  Esquimau  to 
Cobble  Hill,  or  Mill  Bay.  From  tin- 
latter  point  it  could  hav-e  ferry  conn  c- 
tion  with  Deep  Cove  and  thus  link  up 
with  its  Saanich  extension  for  the  pur- 
pose of  trafllc.  A  line  to  Cobble  Hill 
could  eventually  be  extended  to  Dun- 
can. In  tlie  near  future  we  believe  that 
travel  to  the  later  point  will  warrant 
such  an  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the 
tramway  company. 

While  we  in  Canada  are  still  discuss- 
ing the  gift  of  three  Dreadnoughts  to 
supplement  the  navai  programme  ror 
Imperial  defence,  it  Is  significant  to 
note  that  the  warship  to  be  presented 
by  the  Federated  Malay  .States  Is  to  be 
ordered  at  once  and  placed  in  commis- 
sion at  the  earliest  possible  date.  H.  M. 
8.  Malay,  as  slie  will  bo  called,  is  to 
be  a  super-dreadnought  of  29,000  tonB, 
armed  with  eight  15-Inch  guns  and 
equipped  with  an  unusually  strong  anti- 
torpedo  armament.  We  hope  the  Cana- 
dian Dreadnoughts  will  be  equally 
powerful  and  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  place  them  in  commission  at  the 
same    time   as   H.    M.    S.    Malay. 


Reports  from  Ulster  state  that  the 
Unionists  there  are  perfecting  their  ar- 
rangements to  resist  Home  Rule  If  it  be- 
comes law.  The  special  commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  Unionist  Council  of  Bel- 
fast last  September  to  draw  up  a  consti- 
tution for  the  "provisional  government 
of  Ulster,"  Is  said  to  have  almost  com- 
pleted its  labors.  The  supposition  is  that 
this  "government"  will  automatically 
come  Into  existence  on  the  day  that 
Home  Rule  becomes  effective  ln  Ire- 
land. Sir  Edward.  Carson  and  his  col- 
leagues believe  they  will  have  no  lack 
of  support  in  carrying  out  their  pro- 
gramme. The  resistance  to  the  Dublin 
Parliament  will  be  paaalve.  if  possible, 
but  active  It  a««d  be,  at  least  that    is 
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Ulaternes  gey.

The  result  of  tho  field  crop  com- 
petitions  throughout  the  Province  were  j 
announced  at  the  Farmers'  Institute 
Convention  yesterday.  These  competi- 
tions are  promoted  by  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Agriculture  aided  by  tho 
Co-operation  and  financial  assistance  of 
the  Dominion  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, the  machinery  used  being  the 
Farmers'  Institute  In  each  district. 
Seventy-five  dollars,  of  which  the  in- 
stitute must  furnish  fifteen,  are  allotted 
In  prizes  ranging  from  *20  for  the  first 
down  to  ?4  for  the  seventh,  and  a  fur- 
ther sum  of  $500  is  offered  for  fodder 
crops  by  the  British  Columbia  Dairy* 
men's  Association.  In  all,  fourteen  dis- 
tricts arranged  competition*  1"  1912, 
including,  on  the  Island,  Allninl  and 
Metchosin.

The  remarkable  Increase  in  the  com- 
pany's business  in  the  past  four  years 
is  indicated  by  a  comparison  of  the 
figures  yearly  ts*ued  showing  the  num- 
ber of  passengers  carried  In  each, 
twelvemonth.  For  the  year  1909  the 
total  number  of  passengers  carried  on 
all  the  local  lines  of  the  company  was 
5.093,509.  Last  yeai  the  total  was 
slightly  under  11,000,000,  or  to  be  exact, 
10,976,690.

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been  impressed  with  the  growing  com- 
mercial importance  of  the  section  where 
this  property  Is  situated,  and  the  com- 
pany was  exceedingly  anxious  to  bring 
their  passengers  on  the  suburban  line 
to  the  very  heart  of  the  city.  Pandora 
Avenue,  when  the  widening  work  shall 
have  been  Completed,  will' be  one  of  the 
most  imposing  thoroughfares  in  the 
city,  running  right  through  to  Oak  Bay 
on  the  east;  while  on  the  west  is  the 
possibility  that  with  the  development 
of  the  Songhees  Reserve  will  come  the 
extension  of  the  avenue  right  down  to 
the    waterfront. 

Tin*  Strategical  Bit* 
"Then,  again,  we  were  Impressed  with 
the  slRnlficance  which  attaches  to  the 
determination  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  to  erect  a  great  departmental 
store  on  the  corner  of  FlsguarJ  and 
Douglas  Street.  This  one  thing  in  it- 
self has  been  held  by  many  10  sug- 
gest that  a  new  centre  of  civic  activity 
would  be  constituted  in  that  section.

Cheap  Money  for  Farmer 
Mr.  Eilraondson  of  Creston  did  not  see 
what  security  there  could  be  in  land  in- 
flated as  It  was  at  the  present  by 
speculators  alongside  th«  farmer,  and  ad- 
vocated further  taxation  of  holders  of 
their  concessions  and  an  ass«_.;ment  of 
land  at  its  agricultural  value.  The  gen- 
eral idea  appeared  to  be  that  money 
ought  to  be  obtainable  at  5  per  cent  or 
uhfter,  but  a  odniZBittee  is  to  be  ap- 
pointed to  form  a  definite  scheme  and 
present  It  to  the  Royal  Commission.  At 
first  it  seemed  as  if  the  meeting  was 
In  favor  of  accepting  all  the  money  that 
could  bo  wrung  out  of  a  Government, 
but  after  a  few  strong  remarks  from 
Mr.  8cott  that  farmers  were  not  beggars 
and  could  be  trusted  to  do  without 
paternal  assistance  of  that  sort,  it  was 
clear  that  a  majority  were  not  expect- 
ing help  on  any  but  a  commercial  basis. 
Talr    Trade    With    United    States 

A  motion  from  Arrow  Park  was  car- 
ried In  favor  of  the  duty  on  fruit  into 
British  Columbia  being  raised  to  equal 
that  charged  by  the  United  States,  and 
also  one  to  remind  the  C.  V.  R.  of  a 
promise  to  bill  mixed  carloads  of  pro- 
duce and  supplies. 

Stumping  powder  always  produces  an 
explosive  debate,  and,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  matter  had  been 
threshed  out  last  year,  a  resolution  was 
passed  asking  the  Government  that  this 
should  be'  supplied  at  cost.  Mr.  Scott 
explained  tho  difficulty  of  establishing 
powder  depots,  and  another  delegate 
remonstrated  at  their  asking  that  the 
farmers  should  be  supplied  with  powder 
at  the  expense  of  tlve  other  cltlsens  of 
the  Province.  The  Government  is  also 
to  be  requested  to  throw  open  all  lands 
under  timber  license  as  soon  as  such  li- 
cense expires,  and  all  other  reserves  to 
pre-emptions  only  of  bona-flde  settlers  in 
blocks  of  150  acres. 

Over  the  amount  of  land  In  each  pre- 
emption considerable  discussion  ensued, 
but  the  majority  clearly  .lemons trated 
that  the  opinion  of  the  majority  was  In 
favor  of  an  acreage  of  not  less  than  1«0 
acres,  part  of  which  might  be  sold  or 
worked  by  the  settlers'  children  as  they 
grew  up.  Mr.  Williams,  of  Kltsum- 
kalum.  remarked  that  It  If  was  true 
they  were  all  suffering  so  much  from  the 
tactics  of  the  "«ecu!a*Ar.  h*  ^ld  nnT  ■•* 
why  the  farmer  should  not  profit  hy  any 
rise  In  the  value,  of  bits  of  his  property 
he   did   not  want. 

Other  resolutions  referred  to  hountlea 
on  various  animal  and  bird  pests,  and 
then  the  telephone  in  country  districts 
was  taken  up  very  strongly  and  a  reso- 
lution passed  urging  on  the  Government 
to  make  It  compulsory  on  all  telephone 
companies  to  give  connection  to  any  ltns 
built  and  owned  by  the  settlers.

Referring  nine  particularly  to  the 
contents  of  Ills  Honor's  speech,  the 
Prime  Minister  referred  to  the  recent 
presentation  by  Mr.  Blakemora  of  his 
r<  port  as  "ommlssloner  upon  the  condi- 
tions prevailing  In  the  Doukhohor  set- 
tlement in  British  Columbia,  and  the 
references  that  had  been  made  by  the 
member  fur  Xevvcastle  with  regard  to 
the  susoenslon  of  our  laws  In  favor  of 
tl-.ese  peculiar  people.  While  the  Inves- 
tigation by  the  commissioner  was  In 
progress,  he  had  communicated  with  the 
Attorney-General  urging  that  the  work 
he  had  In  hand  would  be  facilitated  If 
no  further  prosecutions  were  Initiated 
until   he  had   completed  his  enquiry. 

For  this  reason  a  suspension  of  the 
law  had  been  authorized  In  this  one 
instance  only.  The  commissioner's  re- 
port had  been  presented  and  would  he 
in  the  hands  of  the  House  very  short- 
ly, and  members  would  See  that  Mr. 
Biakemore  had  taken  great  pains  with 
his  work  and  that  his  report  waa  a 
document  of  very   important  character.

VANCOUVKH,  B.  C,  Jan.  21.— With 
nine  seconds  left  to  play  Tommy  Dun- 
derflale  hammered  in  the  goal  that  won 
for  Victoria  from  Vancouver  tonight, 
6  to  4,  and  broke  the  spell  of  inability 
on  the  part  of  any  team  to  win  away 
from  home. 

With  one- third  of  the  season  cleared 
away,  the  Capitals  have  a  substantial 
lead  of  two  games  to  go  on,  and  even 
Vancouver  fans  concede  them  to  be  the 
one  beet  bet  for  the  Coast  champion- 
ship, the  capture  of  which  means  a  trip 
East  after  the  Stanley  Cup. 

Tonight's  game  was  very  similar  to 
the  last  one  on  Victoria  ice.  Again  the 
Capitals'  finished  combination  and 
fierce,  determined  checking  proved  more 
effective  than  Vancouver's  best  work, 
which,  although  brilliant  in  spots,  gen- 
erally failed  lamentably  in.  the.  PlflCufiB. 
Every  man  on  the  visiting  team  was 
In  his  usual  tip-top  form,  with  the  line 
.  n  showing  a  slight  improvement. 
Lindsay  In  goal  revealed  some  new  pos- 
sibilities in  the  art  of  steering  wi.k,.i 
drives  away  from  his  net.  The  showing 
of  the  home  team  was  rather  disap- 
pointing to  the  crowd  of  about  three 
thousand  fans  which  was  on  hand.  The 
visitors  looked  like  winners  all  the  way, 
except  possibly  for  a  few  minutes  in 
the  final  period.  Had  not  Cyclone  Tay- 
lor been  on  the  job  with  a  gloriously 
sensational  line  of  work  the  Terminals 
would  have  been  nowhere.

GOVERNMENT  HAS 

INNING  IN  HOUSE 

Continued    From    Page    7. 

What  the  Government  was  doing  to  pro- 
mote colonization  and  settlement.  One 
seldom  picked  up  a  newspaper  that  did 
not  contain  some  novice  to  the  Govern- 
ment as  to  how  It  should  get  the  farm- 
ers to  come  In  and  a-ssist  them  in  de- 
veloping their  lands.  Rome  of  these 
ready  advisers  would  Indeed  seem  to  be 
quite  prepared  to  turn  the  mountuin 
tops  into  fields,  while  others  would  not 
only  have  the  Government  clear  the 
land  but  frlve  the  prospective  settler  a 
liberal   bonus  as  well. 

Question    of  Settlement 

A\'tu>h  one  came  down  to  the  proposi- 
tion of  Securing  settlement  so  that  not 
usly  mljrht  the  Bettler  make  a  profit,  but 
that  his  oporatlons  might  be  profitable 
to  the  country  as  well,  great  care  had  to 
be  taken.  The  Government's  sole  desire 
was  to  secure  the  settlement  of  the  land 
so  that  generally  advantageous  results 
might  follow.  Of  course,  all  would  like 
to  see  the  province  settled  up  from  the 
Skeena  Valley  to  the  4  9th  parallel,  but 
the  whole  question  devolved  very  largely 
upon  'the  provision  of  transportation 
facilities. 

Not  only  was  It  of  little  use.  but  ft 
would  be  an  actual  cruelty  to  assemble 
now  communities  away  from  the  fac'li- 
tles  of  communication  and  out  of  touch 
with  bases  of  supply  and  markets  for 
the  produce  of  the  new  farms.  Settle- 
ment was  going  rapidly  forward,  how- 
ever, along  the  lines  of  railway  now 
under  construction  or  projected,  and  in 
country  reachable  by  roads.  Nothing 
was   being  left  undone  to  secure  the  ad-

The  official  figures  showed  that  dur 
ing  the  twenty  months  ending  Novm 
her  30  last  there  had  arrived  >p  Ontario 
L9&180  Immigrants,  in  Quebec  103.437,  in 
British  Columbia  ?8,T89i  in  Alberta  B«,- 
340,  In  Saskatchewan  80,396,  in  Manitoba 
7S,!»t",3,  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
80,389;  while  In  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31  last  British  Columbia  stood 
next  to  Ontario,  which  had  100,227,  and 
British  Columbia  61,829.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  Immigration  at  Ottawa  aha 
estimated  that  the  immigration  into 
British  Columbia  in  Pecember  was  l .. 
000,  making  110, 783  (or  wenty-one 
months,  or  only  two  thousand  leas  -ban 
received  by  the  great  province  5?  Quebec. 
It  was  satisfactory,  too,  to  note  from 
the  number  of  pre-emption  records  that 
the  settlement  of  the  British  Columbia 
hinterland  was  rapidly  progressing.  In 
1903  the  number  of  pre-emption  records 
eras  only  758.  as  compared  With  2383  in 
1911  and  36B5  In  1912.  tip  to  date  the 
C.  P.  R.  was  the  only  r.-.a  1  possessed  by 
r.titish  Columbia  for  bringing  its  pros- 
pective colonists  to  the  land.  and.  rnls 
being  taken  Into  account,  the  Showing 
was  most'  satisfactory  indeed.  It  was 
a  responsibility 'of  the  Government,  BOi 
only  to  Induce  people  to  come  into  the 
province,  but  to  sec  that  there  was  some- 
thing for  them  to  do  when  tliov  came  in. 
T.tci<>  must  be  work  for  them,  or  ti.eir 
farm  lands  must  be  in  touch  with  mar- 
kets that  would  give  them  a  livelihood. 
It  would  be  a  folly  almost  criminal  to 
bring  new  settlers  Into  the  hinterland 
of  British  Columbia  before  facilities 
were  available  for  giving  them  access  to 
profitable  markets.  The  Government 
was  doing  ltd  part  in  the  way  of  coloni- 
zation as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  already 
the  success  of  Its  efforts  In  this  direc- 
tion was  significantly  marked,  no  better 
evidence  being  possible  than  the  rapid- 
ity with  which  settlement  wa«  advancing 
nlong  the  lines  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific,  the  Canadian  Northern  Pacific, 
the  Kettle  Valley  and  on  Vancouver 
Island,  as  well  as  in  a  large  number  of 
cities  and  towns  where  sawmllllng  anil 
other  Industries  offered  employment  for 
the  newcomers  during  certain  favorable 
periods  of  the  year.  In  surveys.also  the 
Government  was  doing  its  bent  to  meet 
t> -:••  demands  of  settlers  and  had  made 
generous  provision  in  the  estimates  for 
this  essential  work.  In  1903-1904  the 
amount  provided  for  surveys  was  but 
$5191.  while  In  1911-1912  the  appropria- 
tion had  advanced  to  »500,<l0n.  These 
facts  should  be  taken  cognizance  of  by 
those  evincing  such  anxiety  In  the  mat- 
ter of  farm  settlement  as  to  'vhat  had 
been  going  on  during  the  last  few 
months  in  comparison  with  what  had 
been  accomplished  only  a  few  years  ago. 

Matter   of   Road   Building 

With  regard  to  road  building,  it  was 
a  matter  for  note  that  this  Province  to- 
day enjoyed  the  reputation  of  possess- 
ing the  best  system  of  trunk  roads  in 
Canada,  and  ropresontative  Canadians 
who  had  visited  British  Columbia  went 
away  loud  in  their  praises  of  the 
standard  of  our  excellent  highways. 
The  Minister  of  Public  Works  had  won 
conspicuous  recognition  for  his  energetic 
and  capable  policy  In  road  matters,  and 
he  was  supported  by  a  loyal  and  most 
efficient  staff.  Last  year  alone  some 
eight  hundred  miles  of  trunk  roads  had 
been  built  in  British  Columbia  and  next 
year  would  see  an  even  greater  activity 
in  this  direction.  With  regard  to  roads, 
It  seemod  ttrat  the  more  the  Province 
built  the  larger  became  the  demand  for 
additional  mileage.  This  was  one  of  the 
first  matters  of  Provincial  business  to 
obtain  consideration  and  next  year 
would  see  proportionate  progress  and 
probably  an  even  hoavicr  demand  upon 
the  revenue  for  road  construction  pur- 
poses. The  Government  had  made  every 
effort  to  provide  roads  and  trails  for  the 
opening  up  of  the  country  and  the  fig- 
ures for  the  year  ending  March  SI  show- 
ed a  substantial  increase  over  those  of 
1911-1912,  when  there  were  in  British 
Columbia  10,506  miles  of  road  and  4964 
miles  of  trails.  Those  had  been  Increas- 
ed in  1912-1913  to  11,263  miles  of  road 
and  5737  miles  of  trail,  an  addition  dur- 
ing the  year  of  757  miles  of  road  and 
773    Of    trails. 

■Kia  aailway  Question 

With  respect  to  railways,  the  Gov- 
ernment programme  was  being  well 
lived  up  to.  The  Kettle  Valley  Railway 
was  one  important  addition  to  British 
Columbia  lines  and  in  Its  construction 
most  satisfactory  progress  was  being 
made.  Today  the  company  had  in  its 
employ,  engaged  In  construction  work, 
upwards  of  three  thousand  men,  and 
there  was  no  reason  to  doubt  that  by 
the  end  of  1814     this     tine     would    be 
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the     Coast     and    operating    its 
trains  from  day  to  day. 

He  was  glad  to  say  too,  that  some 
activity  was  now  being  displayed  by 
the  Great  Northern  with  regard  to  the 
construction  of  the  Victoria,  Vancouver 
and    Pastern. 

The  people  of  British  Columbia  had 
long  waited  patiently  for  this  line,  and 
their  patience  had  been  sorely  tried  'n 
awaiting  the  fruition  of  the  company's 
plans.  The  completion  of  the  line  had 
been  delayed  for  years,  but  now  assur- 
ance was  given  on  the  authority  of 
President  Grey,  of  Vice-President  <;il- 
miiii,  of  Mr.  McNeill,  the  chief  executive 
for  the  company  In  British  Columbia, 
and  of  Mr.  L.  W.  Hill,  chairman  of  the 
board,  that  the  Victoria,  Vancouver  and 
Eastern  will  be  completed  without  d< 
lay  and  the  Vancouver  district,  and  Vic- 
toria city  as  woll,  might  expect  with 
reason  to  obtain  contact  with  the  rich 
sections  of  the  Interior  by  this  route 
before   the   close   of     I  91  l. 

Good  for  Business 
Tiiat  tills  new  line  will  do  much  to- 
ward the  promotion  of  profitable  bus- 
iness relations  between  the  ('oust  and 
the  Provincial  Interior,  as  well  as  sat- 
isfactorily developing  the  interve 
territory,    went    without   say; 

With  regard  to  the  Pacific  Great 
Eastern,  a  road  which  should  command 
especially  favorable  consideration  at 
the  hands  of  the  people  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, as  it  was  an  Independent  or- 
ganization  and  a  strictly  colonization 
undertaking  whojly  under  British  Co- 
lumbia  control,   excellent  progress  was 
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elata  and  Stewart,  who  w«S  J, 
Hy    identified   Willi    Us  iflflr 
had  given  a.  promise  that  this 

M^'mmm*lt  °f  workers  would 
shortly  he  greatly  augmented,  and  the 
road  completed   within  a  period  of   two 
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From    North    Vancouver      to      Seaton 

Lake  there  had  been  made  231  miles 
of  preliminary  su.-v.ys  and  147.71 
miles  of  location,  in  addition  to  which, 
reconnaissance  surveys  had  been  made 
for  a  considerable  distance  north  of 
Llllooet  towards  Fort  George,  while 
much  construction  work  had  been  done 
already  between  the  Cheakamus  Klver 
and  Pillooet.  This  new  road  would 
have  its  seaboard  terminus  at  Van- 
couver, reaching  that  city  by  way  of 
Howe  Sound  and  North  Vancouver.  H 
referred  with  satisfaction  to  the  ac- 
compHshed  acquirement  of  the  Howe 
Sound  and  Pemberton  Valley  Rallway 
inu-rests  by  this  new  company  of  larg- 
er possibilities,  showing  how  the  in- 
terests of  the  pioneering  line  had  'been 
fairly  and  honorably  protected,  and 
complimenting  the  men  behind  the  Pa- 
cific Great  Eastern  undertaking  for  the 
enterprise  and  activity  that  had  been 
displayed  toy  them.  This,  he  empha- 
sized, would  be  a  thoroughly  independ- 
ent road  and  one  of  great  colonization 
usefulness,  and  the  Government  would 
leave  nothing  undone-  which  it  was  pos- 
sible to  do  that  the  southern  portion 
of  British  Columbia  might  soon  have 
direct  and  beneficial  contact  with  the 
rich  New  North  by  means  of  this  new 
factor    In    communication. 

Canadian  Northern  Progress 
With  regard  to  Canadian  Northern 
progress  in  construction,  the  engineers 
reported  that  eighty-five  per  tent  of 
the  work  had  been  completed  between 
New  Westminster  and  Kamloops  and 
a  large  section,  of  some  seventy-five 
or  eighty  miles,  was  now  approaching 
•completion  from  Kamloops  up  the 
North    Thompson    River. 

Three    hundred    and    fifty    miles    were 
at     present     under       construction,       and 
more     than     three     miles     of     tunnelling 
altogether    finished,     it     being     expected 
that   all    the    necessary    tunnels   between 
Port     Mann     and     Kamloops     will     have 
■been  completed   before  the  end  of  April. 
Bridges    to    provide    for    no    fewer    than 
fourteen     crossings    of    the    Fraser    and 
Thompson    Rivers    he    understood    were 
virtually    completed,    ajid    If    the    antici- 
pated  progress   were   made   In    the   com- 
pletion   of    bridges,    train    service    from 
the    Coast    to    more    than    one    hundred 
miles    above    Kamloops    could      toe      in- 
augurated   before    the    coming    Autumn. 
Keoora   Ballway    Building 
This  was  record  railway   building  and 
testified    to    the  energy   of    the   Canadian 
Northern   Company   and    the   men   behind 
it.     The  low   gradient  would  enable  this 
line    to    furnish    cheaper    and    more    ex- 
peditious     transportation      facilities      to 
British    Columbia    than    had   ever    bofore 
been   enjoyed. 

With  forty-five  hundred  men  now  em- 
ployed on  construction,  the  road  build- 
ers /were  literally  working  wonders,' 
nor  were  their  activities  by  any  means 
limited  to  the  Mainland.  Here  on  Van- 
couver Island  thirty-one  miles  of  grade 
had  been  completed,  and  104  miles  were 
now  under  construction,  of  which  sixty- 
four  miles  is  fifty  per  cent  completed 
and  the  remaining  forty  miles  ten  per 
cent  under  way.  it  was  expected  that 
grading  up  to  Mile  100  and  including 
the  fifteen-mlles-long  branch  to  Union 
Bay,  on  the  Saanich  Pennisula,  will  be 
finished  and  ready  by  July  next.  Track- 
laying  was  to  begin  so  soon  as  the 
Union  Bay  branch  was  completed  and 
connection  made  with  the  finished  main 
line  grade,  which  was  expected' to  be  by 
Max  16!  while  It  was  expected  to  havo 
the  track  ,  at  Mile  100  by  November 
30  next.  In  all  some  eight  hundred 
men  were  now  engaged  in  construction 
upon  the  Island,  and  If  the  plans  of  the 
Government  and  the  company  wero 
realized,  by  the  end  of  this  year  con- 
tact would  be  established  between  this 
Capital  and  Albernl  by  the  Canadian 
Northern    Paciflc. 

All  the  works  undertaken  by  the 
Mackenzie  &  Mann  Interests  were  being 
carried  out  according  to  their  agree- 
ment Wth  the  Province,  and  completion 
of  their  system  in  British  Columbia 
would  be  brought  about  within  the 
period  covered  by  the  statute  tn  this 
behalf.

As  to  the  activities  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific,  announcement  had  recently 
been  made  by  Sir  Thomas  Shaughnessy 
of  arrangements  for  the  double-tracking 
of  this  pioneer  transcontinental  system 
of  Canada.  With  the  foresight  and 
genius  he  had  so  often  displayed,  the 
head  of  the  C.  P.  H.  was  losing  no  time 
In  meeting  the  demands  of  Western 
trade,  not  only  by  the  double-tracking 
of  the  company's  main  line — a  truly  gi- 
gantic undertaking — but  also  in  the 
provision  of  necessary  contrlbutary 
branches  and  in  extensions  of  the  Van- 
couver   Island    system.

during  the  paat  few  years  by  an  or- 
ganisation, claiming  to  act  as  a  friend 
of  the  Indians  of  the  Wast  of  Canada, 
but  which  In  its  activities  made  much 
mischief.  These  claimed  In  effect  that 
the  lands  of  British  Columbia  were  not 
In  fact  the  property  of  the  Crown  axid 
the  white  residents  of  British  Columbia, 
but  of  the  native  races. 

lie  had  endeavored  repeatedly  to  Im- 
press upon  those  who  urged  this  un- 
tenable claim  its  utter  absurdity  and 
the  preposterous  nature  of  the  propo- 
sition. The  association  had  neverthe- 
less continued  its  propaganda,  and  ever, 
now  was  seeking  to  have  the  Province 
acknowledge  that  the  lands  were  not 
those  of  the  Province,  but  of  the 
Indians. 

He  desired  to  repeat  and  to  empha- 
size that  the  Provincial  Government 
had  never  and  would  never  acknowledge 
such  a  claim.  The  lands  in  British 
Columbia  belonged  '  to  the  Crown,  as 
represented  by  the  Government  of  this 
Province,  or  If  alienated  therefrom  by 
sale  or  pre-emption,  to  the  private  in- 
dividuals who  had  thus  acquired  them. 
The  Government  proposed  to  stand  by 
tliis  position,  and  had  endeavored  to 
Impress  this  fact  upon  the  Ottawa 
authorities. 

The  Commission  shortly  to  be  ap- 
pointed, would  be  empowered  to  read- 
just tile  boundaries  and  areas  of  re- 
serves, increasing  their  size  if  this 
were  found  to  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  the  Indians 
resident  upon  them.  The  Commission 
would  also  be  empowered  to  reduce  the 
areas  of  reserves  where  these  were 
found  more  than  sufficient  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Indians  in  occupa- 
tion of  them;  and  where  reserves  were 
thus  cut  down  in  size,  the  residue  lands 
would  be  auctioned  by  the  Provincial 
Department,  and  the  moneys  accruing 
from  these  sales  would  be  divided  evenly 
between  the  Dominion  and  the  Province. 
Routln*  Business  Limited 
The  other  portion  of  such  lands  the 
Province  would  convey  to  the  Domin- 
ion so  that  if  the  Dominion  authorities 
adjudged  it  best  to  do  so,  the  Indians 
might  be  given  Crown  grants  of  their 
holdings  In  the  same  manner  as  whites, 
in  the  past,  neither  individual  Indians 
nor  the  Dominion  In  their  behalf  re- 
ceived such  Crown  grants.  0rdera-in- 
councll  had  already  been  exchanged  by 
the  two  Governments  on  this  subject, 
and  plans  for  the  Commission  were  at 
present    well    under    Way. 

In  closing.  the  Prime  Minister 
thanked  mover  and  seconder  of  the 
reply  for  their  kindly  personal  remarks, 
and  gracefully  referred  to  the  memorable 
clsit  of  H.U.H.  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
of  Connaught  -and  their  popular  daugh- 
ter, Princess  Patricia.

Beply  io  British  Vote 

President  Taft  has  approved  the  note 
prepared  at  the  State  Department  in 
reply  to  the  communication  from  Sir 
Kdward  Grey,  the  British  Secretary  for 
Foreign  Affairs,  protesting  against  the 
exemption  of  American  coastwise  ship- 
ping from  the  payment  of  tolls  in  the 
Panama  Canal. 

As  a  matter  of  courtesy,  information 
is  withheld  as  to  the  exact  contents  of 
the  note,  until  it  has  been  received  by 
the  British  Government  in  London, 
through  the  American  ambassador  there. 
It  was  learned  today  that  Mr.  Bryce, 
the  British  Ambassador,  had  been  in- 
vited to  the  State  Department  a  week 
ago  and  had  been  given  an  explanation 
in  detail  of  the  American  position  by 
Chandler  Anderson,  counsellor  for  the 
State  Department. - 

It  Is  believed  here  that  after  attempt- 
ing to  eliminate  a  number  of  proposi- 
tions in  the  British  note,  considered  not 
germane  to  the  real  issue.  Secretary  of 
State  Knox  has  devoted  himself  prin- 
cipally to  the  effort  to  show  that  the 
term  "all  nations"  in  the  Hay-Paunce- 
fote  Treaty  does  not  necessarily  include 
the  United  States,  and  that  it  is  entirely 
competent  for  this  Government  to  treat 
its  own  shipping  differently  from  that 
of  other  nations  insofar  as  the  canal  is 
concerned.

H  if*  bolievod  that  unless  both  nations 
abandon  the  malls  in  favor  of  direct 
cable  communication  sufficient  new  nut- 
ter has  not  been  injected  into  the  nego- 
tiations to  warrant  their  publication  for 
some  time,  and  it  seems  improbable  that 
the  final  decision  as  to  whether  the 
issue  should  be  submitted  to  arbitration 
will  be  reached  in  the  six  weeks  re- 
maining of  the  life  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration.

terpriaes  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia Electric  Railway  Company 
called  for  large  investments  of  capital 
and  large  development  activities,  all  of 
which  were  tribute  to  the  enterprise  of 
the  experienced  men  of  affairs  behind 
this  company,  who  would  find  their  in- 
vestments in  this  connection  good  busi- 
ness and  fully  warranted  by  accruing 
results. 

He  did  not  propose  to  enter  into  de- 
tail in  the  matter  of  British  Colum- 
bia's finances,  as  these  would  be  dis- 
cussed by  the  finance  minister  shortly 
In  presenting  his  annual  budget.  While 
the  return  from  land  sales  would  be 
found  to  have  decreased,  this  was  at- 
tributable to  the  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  reserving  a  much  greater  pro- 
portion of  the  public  lands  exclusively 
for  settlers.  Notwithstanding  the  op- 
eration of  tills  policy,  the  revenue  still 
kept  up  well,  and  a  substantial  balance 
was  found  on  the  right  side  of  the 
ledger. 

An  exceptional  surplus  had  been  a 
short  time  ago  presented,  which  sur- 
plus was  largely  derived  through  the 
strong  demand  for  land  and  the  conse- 
quent heavy  land  sales.  The  Govern- 
ment had  utilized  this  surplus  wisely. 
and  while  adopting  the  policy  of  re- 
serving the  land  for  settlers,  had  ap- 
plied the  proceeds  of  past  sales  to  the 
Purposes  of  road  and  trail  building, 
school  establishment,  etc..  so  that  the 
policy  in  its  entirety  worked  out  well 
toward  promoting  the  settlement  and 
prosperity    of    the    Province. 

Pursue  Business  Policy 
Mii'h  criticism  had  been  directed 
aoainst  the  Government  In  connection 
with  its  land  sales,  yet  when  it  was 
remembered  that  these  sold  lands 
would  all  very  shortly  come  under  taxa- 
tion and  that  tho  moneys  realized 
through  their  sale  had  quickly  been  de- 
voted to  reproductive  public  works.  It 
would  be  seen  that  the  administration 
had  pursued  a  good  business  policy  and 
one  which  commended  Itself  to  the 
common  sense  of  the  people,  who  had 
readily  given  their  endorsement  when 
an  election  enabled  them  to  ratify  the 
course   of    Government. 

In  respect  to  the  question  of  better 
terms,  which  the  local  Government  bad 
been  endeavoring  to  forward  by  consti- 
tutional means  almost  constantly  during 
the  past  decade,  the  Premier  took  plea- 
sure In  Informing  the  House  that  he 
had  recently  received  from  Mr.  Borden 
a  draft  of  his  memorandum  providing 
for  the  appointment  of  the  desired  com- 
mission of  Inquiry.  That  commission 
would  now  be  brought  Into  being  and  be 
an  accomplished  fact  within  a  very  f«w 
weeks,  and  soon  the  .people  of  British 
Columbia  would  know  what  measure  of 
support' they  were;  entitled  to  ask  rrom 
Ottawa  In  addition  to  that  recefved  un- 
der the  financial  arrangement  of  U7t. 
British  Columbia  was  asking  no  favors, 
nor. any  exceptional  treatment,  but  mere- 
ly for  that  increased  proportion  hf  fed- 
eral support  In  the  development  of  this 
part  of  the  Dominion  to  which  British 
Columbia  wan  entitled  hy  reason  of  the 
exceptional  difficulties  of  Itn  physical 
characteristics — a  more  generous  ac-

ama  Canal  zone  was  purchased,  and 
when  over  twenty-five  arbitration 
treaties  were  made  with  other  nations. 
Senator  Root  made  a  vigorous  attack  on 
the  present  attitude  of  the  United 
States. 

Try  Hard  to  Xepeal 
It  became  known,  following  the  sen- 
ator's address,  that  Senator  Brandege, 
chairman  of  the  Inter-Oceanic  Canale 
Committee,  would  call  a  meeting  within 
a  few  days  to  take  up  Senator  Root'B 
amendment  for  the  repeal  of  the  free  toll 
provision. 

A  determined  effort  by  those  who  op- 
posed the  original  pasaage  of  this  pro- 
vision will  be  made  at  this  session  of 
Congress  to  change  the  law  before  it 
goes  Into  effect  at  the  canal,  so  the  cause 
of  dispute  with  Great  Britain  will  be 
removed. 

Senator  Root  declared  the  United 
States  would  violate  all  its  pledgee  and 
promises  to  the  world;  would  be  guilty 
of  "false  pretenses"  |n  its  advocacy  of 
general  arbitration,  and  would  proclaim 
Itself  indifferent  to  national  honor  and 
integrity,  if  it  refused  to  submit-  to  ar- 
bitration, or  to  reti*eat  from  the  unjust 
position  it  had  taken. 

lie  declared  free  coastwise  tolls  to 
American  ships  wore  illegal,  unless  equal 
concessions  were  made  to  foreign  ships. 
The  claims  that  the  United  8tates  had 
Just  rights  over  the  canal  because  it 
owned  the  canal  zone  constituted  a  vio- 
lation of  the  express  guarantee  of  the 
United  States  to  Great  Britain.  He 
said: 

"it  is  not  our  territory  except  in 
trust.  Treaty  or  no  treaty,  we  long  ago 
asserted  that  the  nations  of  Central 
America  had  no  right  to  debar  the  world 
from  its  right  of  passage  across  the 
Isthmus.

City  Engineer  Rust  TJftrte  it  quite 
clear  In  his  report  that  no  rleliy  should 
be  permitted  In  tatlnir  the  neewgsary 
tteps  to  secure  an  immediate  augmen- 
tation in  the  present  supply.  Fire 
Cbiftf  Davis  Is  also  strong  In  his 
declaration  that  no  more  chances 
should  be  taken.  Ho  points  out  that 
last  year  the  city,  by  pure  good  luck, 
escaped  a  serious  loss  through  lire. 
During  the  dry  season  the  pressure  was 
practically  worthless  and  in  some  sec- 
tions, notably  on  .the  high  levels  and 
especially  in  the  Spring  Ridge  and 
Fcrnwood  sections  the  hydrants  were 
day  after  day  virtually  dry  so  far  as 
their  service  to  the  department  in  case 
of  ttre  was  concerned.  Fire  Chief  Davis 
Intends  writing  to  the  City  Council  urg- 
ing in  the  strongest  possible  terms  the 
absolute  necessity  of  an  immediate 
and  greater  supply  of  water.  He  points 
out  that  money  spent  on  apparatus  and 
equipment  is  simply  thrown  away  un- 
less the  water  supply  is  available  and, 
wliile  luck  Is  a  very  satisfactory  attri- 
bute for  any  city  to  possess,  it  Is  a 
weak  one  to  place  dependence  upon. 

The  recent  report  of  the  secretary  of 
the  Vancouver  Island  Ftre  Underwriters* 
Association  referred  in  pointed  terms 
to  the  city's  dangerous  position  because 
of  the  lack  of  an  adequate  water  supply 
and  the  imperative  necessity  of  In- 
creasing that  supply  was  urgently  ad- 
vocated. 

8hould  the  city  secure  connection 
with  the  Esquimau  Water  Works  Com- 
pany and  obtain  the  additional  requisite 
supply  the  delay  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  Sooke  Lake  scheme  will  not  prove 
of  such  immediate  importance.  Water 
Commissioner  Rust  made  It  clear  In 
his  report  that  in  his  opinion  the 
Sooke  supply  will  not  be  available  until 
the  end  of  1914  or  the  beginning  of 
1915,  or  about  a  year  later  than  is 
specified  in  the  contract  with  the  West- 
holme  Lumber  Company,  which  stipu- 
lates for  delivery  In  January,  1914.  In 
the  meantime,  however,  the  supply 
must  be  increased.

Today  Mr.  Wynn  Meredith,  the  city's 
consulting  engineer  on  the  Sooke  Lake 
waterworks  system,  will  arrive  in  the 
city.

At  least  one  mun  wan  killed  and  sev- 
eral were  injured  in  a  nlnety-mlle-an- 
hour  hurricane  which  on  New  Year's 
Day  swept  over  Fish  Ejjg  [aland,  South- 
eastern Alaska,  destroying  dwellings 
and  cabins  on  the  lone  settlement,  ac- 
cording to  news  brought,  south  yesterday 
by  the  halibut  power  schooner  Albatross, 
which  herself  was  forced  to  run  for 
safety    to    the   lee   of    the   island. 

When  those  on  the  Albatross  landed 
after  the  hurricane,  they  found  hu'mlreds 
of  large  trees  loin  up  by  the  roots  and 
the  only  settlement  on  the  island  half 
deraolia^ed.  Trees  hud  been  hurled  on 
to  many  of  the  cabins,  leaving  little 
time  lor  their  occupants  to  escape.

Continuing  the  Federal  inquiry  into 
the  capsizing  of  the  Cheslakee,  the 
Board  named  by  the  Department  of 
Marine  yesterday  heard  the  stories  of 
the  purser,  chief  steward,  Brat  and  sec- 
ond mate,  and  second  engineer.  The 
only  witness  heard  during  the  morning 
was  Mr.  John  Aspirall,  the  first  mate, 
who  got  out  of  his  room  when  the  water 
came  in,  jumping  overboard  and  swam 
to  tho  wharf.  He  detailed  the  manner 
of  storing  the  freight  before  sailing 
from  Vancouver,  saying  it  was  well 
stored    away  -in    his    opinion. 

An  indictment  of  "yellow  journalism," 
as  attempted  in  Vancouver,  and  a  hint 
that  the  editor  and  publisher  of  The 
Sun  may  be  brought  before  the  court, 
formed  a  feature  of  the  inquiry  both  at 
the  morning  and  afternoon  sessions.  The 
matter  was  brought  up  by  Mr.  C.  B, 
Macnelll,  K.  C,  counsel  for  the  Union 
Steamship    Company. 

In  Tuesday's  issue  of  The  Sun  ap- 
peared "points"  alleged  by  that  news- 
paper to  have  been  "brought  out"  at 
the  inquiry.  When  the  court  opened  Mr. 
Macneiil   said: 

"Before  the  commission  gets  to  work 
I  want  to  call  Its  attention  to  the  re- 
port of  the  proceedings  appearing  in 
The  Sun.  I  think  I  am  safe  in  sayinK 
that  a  more  dastardly  attempt  to  damn 
the  Union  Steamship  Company  lias 
never  been  published.  The  report  starts 
with  a  number  of  'points'  which  it  says 
were  bro'ught  out  at  the  inquiry.  Xow, 
this  commission  is  sitting  with  the 
same  powers  as  a  court  under  the  ait, 
and  you  have  the  same  right  as  a  court 
to  bring  before  you  the  editor  of  tho 
newspaper  and  have  him  stop  publish- 
ing garbled  reports  of  the  proceedings. 
He  can  be  warned  to  stick  to  the  truth. 
"The  whole  report,  from  start  to  fin- 
ish, is  one-sided,  giving  The  9fin's  ideas 
about  what  has  been  proved,  and  In 
many  cases  stating  that  facts  had  been 
proven  which  certainly  were  not." 
Fair  Report  Wanted 
Capt.  Robertson  the  president  of  the 
court,  said  he  was  glad  Mr.  Macnelll 
had  brought  the  subject  up.  "As  for 
as  this  Inquiry  is  concerned,"  said  the 
president,  "there  has  been  nothing 
brought  out  to  show  that  the  careless- 
ness alleged  existed.  If  certain  report- 
ers can  not  give  ffiir  nnd  truthful  re- 
ports we  shall  have  to  keep  them  out." 
Just  before  adjournment  for  the  day. 
Captain  Robertson  again  referred  to  the 
matter,    saying: 

"This  morning  it  was  brought  to  our 
attention  that  certain  newspapers 
were  coming  to  conclosions,  Now  we 
are  here  to  get  the  evidence,  and  any- 
one who  has  evidence  to  offer  will  be 
given,  a  hearing.  At  the  same  time,  we 
would  like  the  newspaper  men  to  help 
us  out  In  the  matter.  1  think  It  only 
fair  to  the  court,  to  the  men  on  trial 
and  to  the  public.

ing  .boat. 

It  will  be  a  couple  of  months  before 
the  trial  of  the  Crown's  action  for  the 
forfeiture  of  the  schooner  can  come  on, 
and  as  the  vessel  would  be  liable  to 
be  damaged  by  the  teredoes  if  left  in 
salt  water,  she  is  being  brought  round 
to  the  Royal  City,  where  she  can  be 
laid  up  in  the  fresh  water  of  the  Fra- 
ser    River. 

While  the  Xewington  is  here,  and  un- 
til she  gets -back  to  her  station  on  tho 
West  Coast  the  Restless  has  been  sent 
to   watch    for  poachers   in   these   waters. 

Much  amusement  Is  expressed  by  the 
officers  of  the  cruiser  in  regard  to  the 
excuses  and  the  claims  made  by  the 
captain  and  crew  of  the  Active  in  Ta- 
coma, and  the  statements  attributed  to 
them  in  the  Pttget  Sound  newspapers. 
They  say  that  there  is  not  the  slight- 
est doubt  as  to  the  guilt  of  the  fishers 
of  poaching.  The  schooner  was  well 
within  the  three-mile  limit,  they  say, 
when  she  was  first  sighted  by  them,

let  their  gear  go  and  ran  for  outside 
the  limit,  where  they  waited  to  see 
what  would   follow. 

When  it  was  seen  that  the  gear  was 
picked  up  and  the  fish  caught  were  dis- 
covered the  schooner  was  headed  for 
the  open  sea  in  the  attempt  to  get 
away.  The  allegation  that  the  gear 
must  have  belonged  to  some  other  ooat 
is  believed  false,  as  it  is  stated  there 
was  no  other  boat  In  sight  In  any  di- 
rection The  fishery  officials  have  not 
the  slightest  doubt  that  they  will  prove 
their   case   against    the    Active.

She  is 
of  shelter  deck  design,  equipped  with 
engines  with  an  indicated  horse  power 
of  3,600  and  capable  of  maintaining  a 
speed  of  twelve  knots  an  hour.

The  steamship  Hathor  has  been 
completed  and  placed  in  the  nitrate 
trade.

XKW  STORK,  Jan.  21. — James  !•:.  Sul- 
livan, United  States  Commissioner  to  the 
Olympic  games,  held  at  Stockholm  last 
Summer,  states  that  the  athletic  fever 
continues  unahuted  abroad.  "There  is 
hardly  a  .  foreign  mail  which  does  not 
bring  mt  letters  and  printed  matter 
telling  of  work  in  preparation  for  the 
Berlin  meet  in  1916,"  said  Mr.  Sullivan. 
"Everywhere:  there  are  signs  which  in- 
•  licjtte  the  United  States  team  will  meet 
really  formidable  opponents  at  the  next 
Olympic  games.  For  instance,  France 
has  decided  to  establish  a  college  of 
athletics  which  will  be  for  the  training 
of  French  athletes  for  1916.  According 
to  my  advices  Marquis  de  Polignac  is 
responsible  for  the  movement,  which  I 
expect  will  go  far  toward  developing  the 
French  youth  for  the  Berlin  contests. 
The  training  will  begin  next  April.  All 
official  and  amateur  champions  of 
France,   as    well   as    those    who   are  able 

to  pass  the  difficult  tCStS  of  the  college, 
will  be  eligible  for  a  course  of  free 
training  at  the  expense  of  the  Marquis. 

"France,  however,  Is  not  the  only  Eu- 
ropean country  that  is  active  along  these 
lines.  1  have  just  received  two  appli- 
cations from  other  nations  who  desire 
me  to  name  American  trainers  for  their 
teams  a3  soon  as  possible.  The  Swedish 
Olympic  authorities  have  asked  for  a 
Cnvernment  grant  of  $25,000  yearly  for 
the  advancement  of  athletics,  and  I  un- 
derstand that  the  request  is  likely  to  be 
granted.  Work  on  the  stadium  at  Ber- 
lin, which  will  cost  close  to  $MOO,000,  is 
well  under  way.  I  expect  that  we  shall 
win  as  In  the  past,  but  it  Is  not  going 
to  b«  as  easy  or  as  overwhelming  a  vic- 
tory as  in  previous  .games.  We  won't 
qualify  three  and  four  athletes  in  the 
finals  of  various  track  and  field  events. 
In  all  probability  If  there  are  five  final- 
ists In  a  sprint  or  run  the  proportion 
will  be  two  Americans  and  three  conti- 
nental competitors.  Still,  real  competi- 
tion  Is   the   life   of  athletics."

All  the  assets  of  the  Bank  have  been  as  usual  carefully  revalued  and 
ample    provision    has    been    made    for   all   -baa    and    doubtful    debts. 

In  accordance  with  an  agreement  entered  into  in  December,  1911,  this 
Hank  took  over  on  1st  March  last,  the  business  o  £..,;■• 'the  Eastern  Townships 
Bank,  with  headquarters  at  Sherbrooke,  Quebec,  and  ninety-nine  branches  and 
SUb-agencles,  chiefly  situated  in  the  Eastern  Townships  District  of  the  Prov- 
ince of  Quebec.  In  addition  to  fifty-two  new  branches  and  thirty-two  sub- 
agenclea  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  the  Bank  thus  acquired  new  offices  at 
Coleman  and  Taber,  Alberta;  Grand  Porks,  Keremeos,  Midway,  Naramata,  Phoe- 
nix, Summerla-nd  and  Vancouver  (two  offices),  British  Columbia;  and  Winni- 
peg, Manitoba.  The  business  of  the  Eastern  Townships  Bank  branches  at  Leth- 
brldge,  Princeton,  Quebec  and  "Victoria,  was  at  once  transferred  to  our  own 
offices,  and  later  m  the  year  the  business  of  their  principal  offices  in  Mon- 
teal  and  Winnipeg  was  also  consolidated  with  our  branches  in  those  cities,  the 
change  at  Winnipeg  talcing  place  as  soon  after  the  opening  of  our  new  build- 
ing as  it  could  conveniently  be  effected.  The  nine  months'  evperience  which 
we  have  had  with  the  new  business  has  given  us  every  reason  to  feel  satisfied 
with    our    purchase. 

There  were  issued  to  the  shareholders  of  the  Eastern  Townships  Bank  In 
■exchange  for  their  stock  in  that  institution,  60,000  shares  of  nerw  stock  of  this 
Bank,  having  a  par  value  of  $3,000,000.  This  has  Increased  the  paid-up  capi- 
tal stock  of  the  Bank  to  $15,000,000.  The  by-law  passed  at  the  last  annual 
general  meeting  increasing  the  authorized  capital  stock  to  $25,000,000  received 
the   npproval    of    the    Treasury    Board    on    2tith    February,    1912. 

In  addition  to  the  offices  acquired  from  the  Eastern  Townships  Bank,  the 
Bank  has  opened  during  the  year  the  following  branches:  In  British  Columbia. 
Rook  Creek,  North  Vancouver,  Powell  Street  (Vancouver)  and  Oak  Bay  Avenue 
(Victoria);  in  Alberta — Athabasca  Landing,  Hanno,  Tllley,  Vulcan  and  Youngs- 
town;  in  Saskatchewan — Blaine  Lake,  Laird  and  Lewvan;  in  Ontario — Brock- 
ville,  Cornwall,  Ingersoll,  Niagara  Falls,  Port  Colborne,  Port  Stanley,  West 
End  (Sault  Ste.  Marie),  Smith's  Falls,  St.  Thomas,  Sudbery.  Tlllsonburg,  Dan- 
forth  and  Broadview  i  Toronto)  and  Earlscourt  (Toronto);  in  Quebec — Fraser- 
vllle,  Maisonneuve  (Montreal),  Prince  Arthur  and  Park  (Montreal),  Nicolet  and 
Three  Rivers;  in  New  Brunswick — Fredericton;  and  in  Newfoundland — St. 
John's.  The  sub-agencies  at  Keremeos,  B.  C,  East  Angus,  Howick,  St.  Chrysos- 
tome,  Ste.  Elizabeth  and  Weedon,  Quebec,  have  been  equipped  as  branches.  The 
brandies  at  Bounty,  Sask.,  and  Stewart,  B.  C,  and  the  sub-agencies  at  Midway, 
B.  C,  and  St.  Constant,  Que.,  have  been  closed.  Since  the  close  of  the  year 
branches  have  been  opened  at  Courtenay  and  Pandora  and  Cook  (Victoria,), 
B.  C.  Port  McNIcoll,  Ont,  Campbellton  and  Moncton,  N.  B.;  the  Dunham,  Que., 
sub-agency  has  been  equipped  as  a  branch,  and  the  Upton,  Que.,  sub-agency 
closed.

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  re- 
port, the  President  called  on  the  Gen- 
eral Manager  to  address  the  share- 
holders. 

Oeneral  Manager's  Address 

The   General   Manager   then   said: 

We  have  closed  another  year  with  a 
record  of  uninterrupted  ,  prosperity, 
and  we  take  pleasure  in  submitting  a 
report  which  will  .compare  favorably 
with  any  previous  statement  In  the 
Bank/*   history* 

In  reviewing  the  business  of  the 
early  part  of  the  year  we  have  to  note 
a  steady  development.  Great  indus- 
trial activity,  accompanied  by  large 
orders  for  manufactured  goods  of  all 
kinds,  gave  an  Impetus  lo  business 
which  at  onoe  arrested  our  attention 
and  produced  a  feeling  of  concern  lest 
we  should  have  difficulty  in  meeting 
the  requirements  of  our  customers. 
There  Was  apparently  a  sound  and 
healthy  basis  for  this  activity.  and 
the  money  market  was  for  a  time  com- 
paratively easy,  but  we  bad  to  look  for- 
ward to'the  harvesting  of  a  large  crop 
and  were  naturally  desirous  of  doing 
our  full  share  In  moving  it.  The  neces- 
sity for  a  close  supervision  of  credits 
was  never  so  obvious,  and  this  period, 
usually  one  of  dull  and  Inactive  busi- 
ness, proved  to  be  a  time  for  the  ex- 
ercise  of   great   caution. 

We  hud  expected  the  gradual  return 
of  better  conditions  in  the  great  finan- 
cial centres  which,  by  permitting  the 
marketing  of  a  large  amount  of  first- 
class  securities,  would  enlarge  the 
supply  of  available  capital,  but  un- 
toward events  In  Continental  Europe 
and  the  uncertainty  surrounding  an 
exciting  iiri-Mdentlal  campaign  in  the 
United  States,  made  this  impossible. 
The  latter  half  of  the  year  was  there- 
fore a  time  of  great  stringency  and 
consequent  high  rates  for  money,  arid 
it  became  increasingly  difficult  to  sat- 
isfy legitimate  demands,  notwith- 
standing the  inherent  soundness  of 
business    generally. 

With  the  amalgamation  of  the  East- 
ern Townships  Bank  our  capital  was 
increased  to  $15,000,000.  The  average 
capital  employed  during  the  year  was 
$14,210,437,  and  the  net  earnings  on 
this  amount  -were  $2,811,806.42,  an  ln- 
orease  of  $506,397  over  last  year,  be- 
ing at  the  rate  of  19.78  per  cent.  This 
result  was  attained  after  making  the 
usual  provision  for  all  bad  and  doubt- 
ful debts,  and  a  thorough  revaluation 
of   the   entire  assets   of   the  Bank. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  than  an 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Eastern  Townships  Bank  leaves  us  no 
reason  to  doubt  the  value  of  our  pur- 
chase, and  we  record,  our  appreciation 
of  the  seal  and  hearty  co-operation  of 
our  associates  in  the  difficult  task  in- 
cident to  the  adjustment  of  so  im- 
portant  an   acquisition. 

We  disbursed  in  dividends  $1,568,- 
622.43,  being  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent 
p>er  annum,  and  an  extra  bonus  divi- 
dend of  1  per  cent  for  the  year.  The 
policy  of  paying  bonus  dividends  until 
such  time  as  we  are  confident  of  being 
able  to  maintain  a  higher  rate  would 
seem  to  be  a  wise  'precaution.  In  view 
of  the  extraordinary  development  of 
our  business  and  the  desirability  of 
making  ample  proviston  for  any  con- 
tingency   likely    to    arise. 

We  had  expressed  the  hope  that  our 
building  programme  could  be  curtailed, 
but  the  acquisition  of  the  largo  ter- 
ritory covered  by  our  Eastern  branches, 
and  the  continued  growth  ifl  th«  West, 
necessitated  the  opening  of  a  consid- 
erable number  of  branches  requiring 
the  building  and  remodeling  of  offices 
on  an  extensive  scale.  We  have  also 
a  serious  problem  to  face  In  the  changes 
absolutely  essential  for  the  proper  ac- 
commodation of  Head  Office  and  To- 
ronto branch,  our  present  premises  hav- 
ing been  for  several  years  quite  Inade- 
quate. Bank  premises  account  has  been 
Increased  to  $4,423,903.07,  which  in- 
cludes premises  acquired  from  the  East- 
ern Townships  Bank,  and  wo  have  writ- 
ten off  $500,000.  keeping  the  account  at 
approTyiDtBOly  80  per  cent  of  the  value 
of   our   properties. 

The  increase  of  tho  staff,  now  num- 
bering 3,000,  required  the  appropriation 
of  $75,000  for  the  Pension  Fund.  We 
have  added'  $2,7*2,180  to  Rost  Account 
and  carry  forward  a  balance  of  $771,- 
578.88  in  Profit  and  Loss.  The  Bank's 
Circulation  account  showed  Important 
fluctuations  during  the  year,  the  mini- 
mum reached  in  January  being  $10,- 
403.322,  and  the  maximum  in  November 
$16,660,709.  We  had  occasion  to  take 
advantage  of  the  emergency  provisions 
of  the  Bank  Act  amendment  of  1908 
early  In  October,  and  we  closed  our 
statement  with  a  circulation  of  $1,422,- 
864  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  our  paid- 
up    capital. 

If  the  Bank  Act  Introduced  nt  this 
session  of  Parliament  should  be  passed 
In  Its  present  form  and  a  "Central  Gold 
Reserve",  established,  there  will  be  no 
apprehension  of  a  scarcity  of  currency 
at  a  time  when'  the  emergency  provis- 
ions are  not  operative;  for  with  the  de- 
posit of  gold  or  Dominion  notes  in  the 
custody  of  trustee*  the  banks  will  have 
the  privilege  of  Issuing  their  own  notes 
to  the  full  amount  thus  deposited.  This 
will  undoubtedly  be  a  very  Important 
step  towards  ensuring  that  the  business 
of  the  country  should  not  be  embar- 
rassed through  lack  of  currency.  It  is 
evident,  however,  that  there  will  b«  no 
profit  to  the  banks  In  availing  them- 
selves of  the  suggested  privilege,  and 
as  we  have  reached  the  time  when  the 
need  of  currency  Is  beyond  the  present 
limits  of  the  bank's  power  to  supply,  It 
Is  desirable  that  In  addltton  to  the  ad- 
ventitious aids  so  wisely  provided  In 
the  new  Bank  Act,  the  banks  should 
anticipate  an  Increasing  demand  for 
bank  note  currency  by  the  Issue  of(  ad- 
ditional capital. 

During  the  year  our  deposits  In- 
creased $51,651,787.  There  was  a  con- 
siderable accession  of  special  amounts 
which  will  be  withdrawn  In  due  course, 
and  wo  received  $19,111,119  as  a  result 
of  the  Eastern  Townships  Bank  amal- 
gamation. The  ordinary  deposits  Show 
a  very'  handsome.  Increase.  Current 
loans  and  discounts  increased  I52.T6J.- 
947  and  call  and  short  loans  $2,787,780, 
compared  with  last  report.  Investments 
in  ..Government    bonds,    municipal    and 


bank,  and  the  Importance  of  arranging 
for  a  complete  organization  of  compe- 
tent and  loyal  associates,  with  geo- 
graphical divisions  which  thoroughly 
cover  the  field  of  operations.  We  en- 
deavor as  far  as  possible  to  cloths  cur 
superintendents  and  managers  with  au- 
thority for  a  prompt  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  management,  and  believe  We 
have  succeeded  In  perfecting  a  system 
which  meets  every  reasonable  require- 
ment.

The  number  of  the  Bank's  sharehold- 
ers has  Increased  during  the  year  from 
4142  to  5656,  the  Increase  being  prin- 
cipally due  to  the  taking  over  of  the 
Eastern  TownshlpB  Bank.  The  stock  of 
the  Bank  Is  now  quite  widely  distrib- 
uted, not  only  In  Canada  but  abroad,  as 
will  be  seen  from  tho  following  figures 
compiled  as  at  the  close  of  our  year:

We  have  referred  to  the  provisions  of 
the  now  Bank  Act  for  increased  note 
circulation,  and  would  like  to  advert 
to  the  proposal  that  is  now  being  con- 
sidered of  creating  a  system  of  Independ- 
ent audit  to  sppplement  what  has  al- 
ways been  regarded  as  complete  and 
satisfactory  In  every  well-organized 
hank.  There  can  be  no  question  as  to 
the  importance  of  a  strict  supervision 
of  ail  matters  pertaining  to  our  banks, 
and  we  t'hould  welcome  any  pl«jr"which 
makes  for  more  efficient  management 
and  a  proper  recognition  of  the  great 
responsibilities  we  are  called  upon  to  as- 
sume. We  are  disposed  to  believe  that 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Canadian 
Bankers'  Association  working  through 
the  various  Bank  Clearing  Houses  ef- 
fective service  could  be  rendered  in  the 
correction  of  abuses  and  the  perfecting 
of  methods  for  the  encouragement  of 
sound  banking.  We  have  possibly  hot 
taken  advantage  of  our  opportunities  In 
this  respect. 

The  Bank  Act  will  probably  sanction, 
under  proper  liens  and  assignments,  the 
loaning  of  money  to  farmers  and  ranch- 
ers  on  the  aeculty  of  grain  and  cattle 
and  other  live  stock  In  their  possession. 
This  will  undoubtedly  be  a  great  advant- 
age in  many  instances,  and  will  at  least 
legalize  a  practice  already  quite  com- 
mon, and  probably  tend  to  prevent  hasty 
marketing  of  produce.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  large  advances  are  made  to  far- 
mers on  the  security  of  notes,  but  actu- 
ally upon  what  they  possess  In  the  Way 
of  products  of  agriculture  and  their  rep- 
utation for  honesty  and  ability,  always 
an  essential  consideration  when  lending 
money.  We  have  no  hesitation  in  stat- 
ing that  our  farmer  customers  are,  al- 
most without  exception,  satisfactory 
borrowers.  Our  aggregate  advances  to 
farmers  run  Into  large  figures,  estim- 
ated at  $15,000,000  for  the  Western  Pro- 
vinces. 

Despite  the  money  stringency  during 
the  closing  months  of  1912,  and  the  fear 
that  we  may  feel  the  pinch  for  some 
time  to  come,  there  are  offsetting  in- 
fluences at  work.  The  wonderful  re- 
vival of  trade  In  every  branch,  the 
bountiful  harvests  throughout  the  land, 
and  the  consequent  enormous  increases 
in  traffic  on  the  railways,  afford  excel- 
lent grounds  for  the  assumption  that 
the  unusual  prosperity  we  are  enjoying 
Is  on  a  sound  basis.  There  is,  therefore, 
some  warrant  for  the  belief  that  with 
reasonable  care  and  judgment  in  mea- 
suring our  commitments  there  will  be  n 
continuance  wf  prosperous  conditions 
for  the  coming  year.  We  must,  of 
course,  reckon  with  the  adverse  cir- 
cumstances prevailing  abroad,  for  m 
eonducting  a  world-wide  business  we  are 
sensitive  to  these  Influences.  We  are 
hopeful  that  with  the  stttlement  of 
present  difficulties  in  Europe  and  tho 
return  of  trade  tp^ormal  channels,  any 
apprehension  for  the  immediate  future 
will  be  dispelled.  We  fire  likely  to  ex- 
perience on  the  part  of  investors  a.  very 
decided  reluctance  to  nay  fancy  nrle*s 
when  we  come  to  dispose  of  the  securi. 
ties  now  awaiting  a  favorabje  market, 
and  we  should  be  prepared  for  a  re- 
valuation which  will  probably  mean  a 
higher  yield   for   the  purchaser.

President's  Address 

The  area  of  Canada  In  which  the  Bank 
is  directly  Interested  has  become  SO 
large  that  we  have  decided  to  present 
the  information  collected  regarding  Its 
Industrial  position  In  a  new  form.  We 
shatl  hereafter  include  in  the  Statement 
made  to  our  shareholders  reports  from 
those  senior  officers  of  the  Bank  who 
have  charge  under  the  General  Manager 
of  the  various  geographical  divisions  of 
the  Bank,,  and  who  are  better  qualified 
than  we  are  to  set  forth  the  facts  re- 
garding   such    districts. 

The  year  has  been  one  marked,  even 
In  comparison  with  recent  years  of  large 
expansion,  by  a  continued  Increase  in  im- 
migration, in  building  operations  of  all 
kinds,  especially  In  connection  with 
railroads,  in  foreign  and  domestic 
trade,  In  bank  deposits;  indeed,  in  almost 
everything  connected  with  the  prosperity 
of  a  country.'  Our  object  in  stating 
what  Is  so  well  known  la  that  we  mar

of  IS  per  cent  The  immigrants  came 
to  us  from  forty-one  countries  and  were 
divided  as  follows:  British,  144,880; 
American,  140,466;  from  other  coun- 
tries, 109,498.  In  order  to  transport 
them  to  their  Inland  destination  800 
passenger  trains  of  ten  cars  each,  aver- 
aging fifty  persons  to  each  car,  would 
be  required.  In  the  last  two  years  We 
have  added  nearly  ten  new  people  to 
each  100  people  already  In  Canada  taken 
as  a  whole,  but  as  over  half  of  these 
immigrants  have  gone  to  the  Western 
Provinces,  the  proportion  of  newcomers 
to  these  Provinces  in  the  same  period 
has  been  about  twenty  to  each  100.  The 
population  of  Saskatchewan  has  in- 
creased five-fold  In  ten  years.  Clearly 
this  is  proportionately  the  largest  Im- 
migration problem  ever  handled  by  any 
country.  In  order  to  house,  settle,  and 
arrange  transportation  for  these  people, 
we  must  borrow  very  largely,  and  as 
long  as  such  streams  of  newcomers  con- 
tinue we  are  likely  to  be  borrowers  on 
a  large  scale,  at  least  for  many  decades 
to  come.  In  the  excess  of  Imports  over 
exports  and  in  the  volume  of  our  se- 
curities sold  abroad  in  order  to  settle 
that  difference,  one  can  cjearly  see  the 
strain  put  upon  Canada  by  this  enormous 
accession  of  new  people.  The  total  of 
our  foreign  trade  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  March,  1912,  was  $874,538,000. 
Our  imports  were  $559,220,000,  and  our 
exports  $315,317,000,  the  balance?  against 
us  being  $243,903,000,  and  the  figures 
for  tl|e  half  year  ending  September, 
1912,  show  Imports  on  an  even  larger 
scale.  The  imports  of  iron  and  steel 
in  various  forms  from  raw  material  to 
highly  complicated  manufactures 

amount  in  value  to  $95,000,000.  Almost 
nil  these  articles  are  already  being  made 
in  Canada,  but  not  In  sufficient  quanti- 
ties, or  not  of  high  enough  quality,  to 
satisfy-  our  requirements.  It  is  to  the 
last  degree  desirable  that  such  articles 
should  be  made  at  home,  and  to  the  ex- 
tent of  say  $50,000,000  or  $60,000,000 
they  clearly  should  be.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  motor  cars  and  parts  to  the 
extent  of  $7,887,000,  and  a  few  other 
Items,  the  whole  of  this  amount  may  be 
safely  attributed  to  the  erection  of  new 
structures  or  the  opening  up  of  new  farm 
lands.  It  Is  this  large  difference  be- 
tween our  exports  and  imports  which 
causes  us  to  send  so  many  securities  to 
the  London  market,  and  if  It  were  true 
that  we  are  offering  too  many  securi- 
ties, it  would  mean  that  we  are  Import- 
ing too  many  goode  or  exporting  too 
little,  or  both.  Doubtless,  some  Canadian 
securities  are  offered  which  should  not 
have  been  created,  and  doubtless  our 
imports  are  unwisely  increased  to  some 
extent  by .  the  extravagance  of  an  un- 
usually prosperous  people,  but  the  main 
cause  each  year  is  tho  same.  We  need 
more  than  ever  new  mileage  of  *rail- 
ways.  vast  quantities  of  new  rolling 
stock,  warehouse  und  port  facilities, 
municipal  expenditures  In  hundreds  of 
new  towns,  and  an  enlarged  scale  of  im- 
provements In  all  the  older  municipali- 
ties, the  building  of  ordinary  roads, 
bridges,  etc.,  In  many  new  areas  of 
settlement,  the  creation  of  plants  for 
new  industries  and  the  general  increase 
of  existing  plants  throughout  all  Can- 
ada, the  erection  of  private  dwellings 
in  greater  numbers  and  Of  more  perma- 
nent construction  than  in  the  past,  and 
many  other  forms  of  betterment  Which 
need  not  be  detailed.  But  while  our 
needs  are  mainly  measured  by  our  Im- 
migration, we  are  apt  to  forget  that  It 
is  the  investor  In  our  securities  Who 
has  the  power  to  determine  finally  the 
pace  of  our  expansion.  For  every  dollar 
we  wish  to  fix  In  permanent  Improve- 
ments somebody  should  have  saved  a 
dollar,  and  at  this  extravagant  moment 
the  borrowers  throughout  the  world  ex- 
ceed those  whose  savings  take  the  form 
of  loanable  capital.  It  is  for  us  there- 
fore to  consider  not  so  much  pur  needs 
as  the  opinion  of  the  investor  regarding 
our  securities  and  the  conditions  of  the 
world's  money  markets.  If  we  do  this, 
we  must  conclude  to  restrict  our  build- 
ing operations  as  much  as  possible  for 
the  moment,  and  we  must  expect  to  pay 
a  higher  rate  of  interest  for  our  require- 
ments. Men  with  business  experience, 
before  entering  upon  building  opera- 
tions, large  or  small,  assure  themselves 
that  the  needed  money  is  available.  It 
la  only  our  municipalities  and  reckless 
promoters  who  Incur  largo  obligations 
before  they  are  sure  of  the  necessary 
Inventor  in  the  securities  they  propose 
to  offer.  Many  of  our  towns  and  cities 
who  have  refused  to  consult  the  banks 
find  themselves  embarrassed  as  a  re- 
sult, and  improvements  Which  may.be 
wise  and  much-needed  must  be  postpon- 
ed for  the  moment.  The  existing  securi- 
ties will  doubtless  be  absorbed  in  the 
near  future,  but  at  lower  prices  than 
heretofore  In  order  to  meet  the  Invest- 
ors' expectations  Of  a  higher  return.  Our 
municipalities,  however,  should  seriously 
consider  whether  during  periods  of  such 
rapid  expansion  the  tax  rate  should  not 
be  largely  increased.  In  the  days  of 
Western  expansion  In  the  United  States 
25  and  30  mills,  on  a  fairly  high  valua- 
tion of  property  were  not  uncommon 
rates.  Again,  should  we  not  pay  for 
local  improvements  In  a  far  shorter  time 
than  we  do?  The  Western  cities  of 
the  United  States  make  their  local  Im- 
provements by  the  issue  of  short  term 
securities,  the  average  life  of  which  is 
usually  not  more  than  five  years.  Such 
securities  often  carry  six  per  cent  In- 
terest and  do  not  appeal  to  the  -same 
class  of  Investor  as  do  long-term  munic- 
ipal debentures.  We  can  easily  see  the 
bad  effect  on  the  credit  of  our  munici- 
palities of  adding  the  heavy  cost  of 
local  Improvements,  spread  over  long 
terms,  to  the  ordinary  general  debt. 
Such  a  aystem  as  that  followed  In  the 
United  States  would  probably  not  find 
favor  with  the  sub-division  promoter, 
because  it  would  be  a  powerful  check  on 
all  speculative  real  estate  schemea.  At 
least  a  year  ago  it  became  generally 
know  that  there  were  many  Canadian 
securities  in  existence  which  had  not 
been  absorbed  by  the  Investor  and  that 
real  estate  speculation  was  proceeding 
at  too  rapid. a, pace.  Undoubtedly .the 
knowledge  of  .thee*  facts  has  exercised 
soma  restraint  upon  our  peaple.  Trans- 
actions tn  Inside  city  property  have 
probably  been  larger  than.  tvf*,.  but  the 
sub-dlvlslon  promoter  he*  list  prospered.

been  made  in  both  the  East  end  the  West 
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have  to  face  I  shall  not  attempt  to 
deal  fully  with  a  subject  which  is  being 
studied  by  Government  commissions  in 
many  leading  countries  and  which  will, 
let  us  hope,  be  referred  to  an  interna- 
tional commission.  There  are  some 
forces  which  affect  tho  general  trend  of 
prices,  others  which  may  cause  any 
particular  commodity  to  go  above  or  be- 
low the  line  of  the  general  trend,  and 
again  others  whioh  are  local  and  pro- 
duce such  apparent  anomalies  as  higher 
prices  for  foodstuffs  in  cities  nearer 
sources  of  cheap  production  as  com- 
pared with  more  remote  centres  of  con- 
sumption. Without,  therefore,  discuss- 
ing the  effect  of  an  enlarged  and  cheap- 
ened supply  of  gold,  the  enormous  in- 
crease of  credit  partly  made  possible 
thereby,  and  the  effect  of  many  other 
forces  causing  a  general  upward  trend 
of  prices,  we  may  profitably  consider 
some  local  causes  which  put  the  people 
of  Canada  at  an  unnecessary  disadvan- 
tage. One  of  the  most  powerful  and 
Inexcusable  local  causes  for  the  high 
price  of  "food  Is  the  condition  of  our 
•country  roads.  It  must  be  clear  that 
If  a  farmer  has  to  travel  ten  or  twenty 
miles  to  a  city  to  sell  his  produce,  every 
hour  of  delay  to  himself  and  his  horses 
and  wagon,  every  bushel  or  pound  less 
he  Is  able  to  carry,  every  day  lost  in 
the  length  of  the  life  of  his  horses 
and  wagon,  cause  Just  so  much  Increase 
•n  the  cost  of  the  article  he  has  to  sell. 
To  the  extent  that  this  needless  and 
cruel  loss  might,  if  avoided,  partly  add 
to  the  farmers'  profits  and  partly  lessen 
the  cost  to  the  consumer,  the  state  of 
our  roads  Is  little  short  of  a  crime  If 
the  bad  roads  around  a  city  cause  the 
price  of  a  food  to  be  much  higher  than 
it  need  be,  one  of  the  results  is  to 
enable  producers  hundreds,  perhaps 
thousands,  of  miles  away  to  enter  into 
competition  with  the  farmer  in  his  own 
county,  because  the  cost  In  transit  over 
one  mile  of  bad  wagon  road  will  cover 
the  cost  over  many  miles  of  good  rail- 
road. This  competition  may  help  the 
consumer  by  keeping  prices  from  rising 
still  higher,  but  it  will  not  bring  the 
price  below  the  point  fixed  by  the  ex- 
tra cost  from  the  bad  local  roads.  It 
will  not  do  any  good  for  those  of  us 
who  live  in  well-paved  cities  to  blame 
the  farmers  for  bad  roads.  They  can- 
not be  expected  to  build  good  roads 
entirely  at  their  own  expense,  and  good 
rojfTls  will  not  come  so  long  as  we  wait 
for  anything  as  unfair  as  this.  It  Is 
not  that  we  do  not  know  how  to  con- 
struct good  roads.  We  know  fairly 
well  what  we  should  do,  but  we  hesitate 
to  do  it.  In  the  excellent  report  on 
Highway  Improvements  in  Ontario  for 
1911  there  is  a  sufficient  abstract  of 
the  systems  adopted  by  the  various 
countries  of  the  world  and  by  thirty- 
three  states  in  the  United  States;  of 
these,  that  in  use  in  the  State  of  New 
York  seems  to  be  the  most  complete. 
Under  this  system  roads  are  classified 
as   follows: 

(1)  State  roads  built  at  the  entire 
cost   of   the  state. 

(2)  County  roads  to  which  the  state 
contributes  one-half,  the  county  35  per 
cent.,  and  the  township  15  per  cent 
For      maintenance      the      state    collects 

irom    the    townships    $50    per    mile    per 
nnum,  the  remainder  being  contributed 
by   the   state. 

(3)  Township  roads,  to  which  the 
state  contributes  one-third  of  the  cost 
of  construction. 

Can  the  people  of  Canada  be  made 
to  realize  that  every  man,  woman  and 
child  Buffers  from  the  evil  of  bad  road 
whether  they  use  the  roads  directly  or 
not?  Have  we  not  as  much  Intelli- 
gence as  the  citizens  of  these  thirty- 
three    neighboring   states? 

Another  cause  of  high  prices  is  the 
general  inefficiency  of  most  kinds  of 
labor.  Employment  is  so  easily  obtained 
and  the  worker  is  apt  to  be  so  lack- 
ing In  training  for  the  particular  call- 
ing it  falls  to  his  lot  to  occupy,  that 
for  this  reason  alone  three  men  are 
often  needed  to  do  the  work  of  two. 
The  necessity  of  buying  food  for  three 
families  instead  of  two  clearly  raises 
the  price  of  food,  and  every  non-pro- 
ducer of  food  in  Canada  therefore  suf- 
fers from  this  inefficiency  of  labor.  Still 
another  evil,  tending  to  high  prices  and 
growing  rapidly  in  these  extravagant 
times,  is  the  waste  in  the  use  of  food. 
As  seen  in  a  modern  hotel  or  dining  car 
this  shocks  most  of  us,  but  In  count- 
less families  the  waste  is  nearly  as  bad 
proportionately.  If  three  animals  are 
bought  where  only  two  are  really  needed 
the  price  of  meat  is  raised  for  every- 
body. I  must  apologize  for  repeating 
facts  which  are  so  palpable,  but  in  our 
desire  to  blame  someone  else  for  the 
suffering  caused  by  high  prices,  we 
often  refuse  to  see  local  causes  which 
largely  contribute  to  It  and  which  we 
could  at   least  moderate  if  we  chose. 

We"  ha,ve  often  spoken  of  the  tenden- 
cies of  modern  life  which  increase  the 
food  consumers  out  of  proportion  to 
the  food  producers,  and  it  Is  pleasing 
to  see  some  slight  evidence  of  a  return 
to  the  land  which  may  help  to  correct 
this  disproportion,  but  while  the  quan- 
tity of  fruit,  vegetables  and  cereals 
grown  may  immediately  be  increased  so 
as  to  affect  prices,  the  atate  of  the  oat- 
tie  industry  of  North  America  is  so  se- 
rious that  some  years  must  pass  before 
we  may  hope  for  a  return  of  normal 
conditions.  It  looks  as  if  the  United 
States  would  soon  eease  to  export  beef, 
and  unless  we  at  once  Change  our 
course  we  may  be  in  a  similar  condi- 
tion. We  must  Increase  the  number  of 
beef  cattle,  sheep  and  awlne  on  the 
land  very  largely  if  our  annual  con- 
sumption Is  to  be  supplied  without  de- 
pleting the  herds.  We  ahall  hope  the 
Commission  regarding  our  cattle  ranges 
will  produce  good  results,  and  that  the 
assurance  of  high  prices  for  meat  for 
some  time  to  come  may  induce  mixed 
farming  to  a  degree  not  yet  accom- 
plished. Since  1808,  white  there  has 
been  put  a  small  Increase  In  the  num- 
ber of  horses  In  Canada,  there  has  been 
a  serious  decline  in  the  number  of 
nttlch  cows,  beef  cattle,,  sheep  and 
swine.  There  should  have  been  a  very 
large  Increase,  and  unless  every  pos- 
sible effort  to  arrest  the  decrease  is 
made  this  class  of  food  will  grew 
steadily  dearer  In  pries  The  falling  off 
Is  most  noticeable  In  Ontario,  while  the 
only  important  gains  are  in  Saskatche- 
wan uhd  Alberta.

NEW  BANK  ACT 

IS  CONSIDERED 


Continued   from    rage    1 


The    Bank  Act 

Mr.    White    then    moved    the      second 
reading  for   the  bill  to  amend   the  Bank 
Act.       In    doing    so    tiv    spoke    at    some 
UnRth,    dealing    more    particularly    with 
1  the    proposed    external    bank    audit    sys- 
tem  and    the   Dominion   note   circulalon, 
about    which     he    said    there    had    been 
ijme     misunderstanding,    more      partic- 
ularly  in    the   press.      The   bill,    he   said, 
!  would:  h4    sent    to    the      committee      on 
ankirlg  and  commerce,  where  any  sug- 
gestions   to    Improve    it    would      receive 
.areful    consideration'. 

It  was  generally  admitted,  he  said, 
that  the  present  bank  act  had  given 
'■iood  satisfaction.  Under  its  provisions 
.;reat  progress  hail  been  made.  The 
oombined  assets  of  the  Canadian  banks 
are  approximately  one  and  a  half  bil- 
lion dollars,  or  six  times  as  much  as 
in  1801,  and  three  times  as  much  as 
in  1001.  Deposits  are  approximately 
c«ne  billion  dollars  and  current  loans 
and  discounts  the  same,  the  increases 
in  both  these  Items  maintaining  the 
same  proportion  as  the  increase  shown 
in    the'   asset    column. 

The  provision  in  the  bill  calling  for 
an  external  audit  was  designed  to  af- 
ford additional  safeguard  against 
fraud  on  the  part  of  officials.  Since 
the  last  revision  of  the  act  a  number 
of  failures  had  occurred,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  the  desirability  of  adopting  ad- 
ditional safeguards  had  been  generally 
■discussed. 

Against    Government    Inspection 

"In  my  Judgment,"  said  Mr.  White, 
"a  aytem  of  Government  inspection 
would  be  inerrectual  ana  iiiusive.  it 
would  give  a  false  sense  of  security, 
and  would  In  a  large  measure,  'relieve 
the  directors  of  their  sense  of  respon- 
sibility." 

Mr.  WhUe  went  on  to  say  that  the 
very  essence  of  Canadian-  hanking  is 
the  loan  upon  personal  credit,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  loans  upon  security, 
such  as  are  given  by  loan  companies. 
This  was  demonstrated  by  the  fact 
that  of  assetB  •■mounting  to  one  and  a 
half  billions,  nearly  one  billion  of  the 
assets  consist  of  loana  and  discounts. 
In  connection  with  the  question  of 
Government  inspection,  the  geographi- 
cal distribution  of  bank  branches  must 
b«  conisjdercd.  Of  these  there  are  no 
loss  thin  twenty-eight  In  Canada,  di- 
vided as    follows: 

Ontario,  1,076;  Quebec,  467;  Nova 
Scotia,  110;  Prince  Edward  Island,  14; 
New  Brunswick,  75;  Manitoba,  196; 
Saskatchewan.  872;  Alberta,  264;  Brit- 
ish Columbia,   224;   Yu>on,    3.    ' 

In  .  addition.  Canadian  banks  have 
seventy-seven  branches  outside  the  Do- 
minion. 

Vet  sTsw   Question 

||r.  White  figured  cnat  the  branch 
system  made  Government  Inspection 
practically  impossible.  Owing  to  varied 
gsnsral    and   Indasiial    conditions,    in* 


nance,  brought  in  a  bill  to  provide  for 
a  Government  audit.  It  was  opposed 
by  Sir  Richard  Cartwrlght,  Hon.  Ed- 
ward Blake,  Sir  Donald  Smith,  now 
Lord  Stratheona,  and  In  the  end,  Mr. 
Foster  withdrew  the  bill.  In  1900,  Mr. 
Fielding,  when  revising  the  act,  had 
stated,  on  the  reply  to  a  question  by 
Mr.   Foster: 

"I  think  the  Finance  Ministers  in  th^ 
past  have  found  great  difficulty  in  con- 
nection with  the  question  of  Govern- 
ment f.nspection.  The  difficulties 
which    then   existed   still    cop  tin  no." 

Bank  S-siluros 
Referring  to  bank  failures,  Mr. 
White  said  that  since  l'JOO  the  Yar- 
mouth, Ontario,  Sovereign,  St.  Jean, 
St.  Hyuneinthe,  and  Farmers  Banks 
had  gone  under.  On  the  whole  the  i ■> ••  - 
ord  Was  a  good  one.  While  a  innilur 
of  comparatively  sin  ill  banks  lia  !  'ail- 
ed,     the      total     tOBS      tu      the  .  public      wa:i 

less  than  one  half  of  one  per  cent  on 
the   total   liabilities   of   the   banks. 

Mr.  White  called  attention  to  the 
system  of  l>unk  inspection  already  em- 
ployed by  must,  or  the  large  bonks,  it 
v. as  a  sort  of  system  or  internal  audit. 
The  (nspei  tors  visited  the  branch  of- 
fices, checked  over  the  cash  securities, 
etc.,  looked  very  carefully  Into  ihe 
loans,  considered  the  statements  and  ad- 
vised the  head  office.  It  would  be  im- 
possible for  the  auditwr  appointed  liy 
the  shareholders  to'  visit  ever..-  I  ranch 
bank.  He  could  audit  the  Inspectors'  re- 
turns  and  audit    the   head   office. 

He  bad  considered  carefully  the  leg- 
islation passed  in  1900,  and  he  had 
adopted  the  same  provision  as  they  had, 
which  was  that  the  shareholders  are 
compelled  to  appoint  an  auditor  and  the 
Government  has  power  to  employ  this 
auditor  to  secure  additional  Info r;v;  ,- 
tlon.  The  same  provision  was  In  force 
In  Australia.  He  thought  that  the 
moral  effect  of  a  firm  of  auditors  go- 
ing into  an  office  would  exercise  a 
strong  influence,  and  was  hopeful  that 
it  would  have  been,  effective  In  pre- 
venting some  of  the  disastrous  fail- 
ures  of   recent   years. 

Question   of  STegligence 

Mr.  White  -said  that  under  the  act 
notification  must  be  sent  by  the  share- 
holders as  to  what  firm  they  suggested 
as  auditors.  As  far  as  he  knew,  there 
was  no  ease  on  record  of  collusion  be- 
tween auditors.  There  were  severe 
penalties  for  breaking  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  running  up  to  five  years  in 
prison.  There  was  also  liability  for 
directors  In  the  case  of  negligence.  As 
tne  law  stands  at  present,  a  director  Is 
not  held  guilty  for  mere  negligence.  He 
has  to  have  actual  knowledge  of  wrong- 
doing. 

Hon.  R.  Lemieux  asked  what  the  pun- 
ishment   Was    for    negligence. 

Mr.  White  replied  three  years-  im- 
prisonment. He  thought,  however, 
that  the  act  should  not  be  made  so 
drastic  that  good  business  men  would 
hesitate  to  go  on  the  hoard  of  directors. 
It  must,  however,  be  impressed  upon 
directors  that  they  are  trustees  of  the 
depositors. 

Mr.  Lemieux — Is  there  any  definition 
of  negligence? 

Mr.  White — The  courts  have  never  de- 
fined negligence,  and  It  is  hard  to  lay 
down  a  hard,  and  fast  definition.  The 
courts  would  have  to  consider  all  the 
circumstances. 

Mr.  E.  A:  Lancaster  asked  If  there 
was  anything  to  prevent  a  man  hold- 
ing a  dual  position  as  manager  and 
president. 

Mr.  White  replied  there  was  nothing 
in  the  bill.  If  the  honorable  gentle- 
man thought  it  desirable  he  might  bring 
the  matter  before  the  banking  commit- 
tee. It  would  be  given  every  consid- 
eration. 

K.  W.  Xesbltt— Could  not  all  the 
banks  guarantee  the  deposits  of  each 
as    they    do    in    the   case   of  notes? 

Mr.  White — That  would  necessitate 
the  creation  of  a  fund  of  fifty  million 
dollars.  It  is  not  Round,  in  my  mind. 
It  is  not  good  law  to  make  all  the 
banks  responsible  when  they  have  not 
all  a  hand  in  the  management  of  each 
bank. 

Would  Cause  Recklessness 
He  thought  the  notes  wore  in  an  en- 
tirely different  position.  If  deposits 
were  guaranteed  banks  would  be  more 
reckless  fn '  their  efforts  to  got  deposits, 
and  the  well  managed  bank  would  be 
at  the  mercy  of  badly  managed  bunks. 
Oklahoma,  he  said,  was,  as  far  as  he 
knew,  the  only  English-speaking  place 
where  this  system  was  In  force,  and  his 
information  was  that  it  was  breaking 
down.  He  regarded  it  a»  unsound  and 
unfair. 

Colonel  McLean  askf>d  if  the  minister 
had  considered  relieving  shareholders 
of    the    double    liability. 

Mr.  White  said  that  he  did  not  think 
It  advisable  to  change  the  present  plan 
now. 

The  minister  added  that  a  suggestion 
had  been  made  that  the  Dominion  make 
a  large  note  Isflue,  say  from  one  hun- 
dred to  four  hundred  millions.  It  was 
not  clear  whether  It  was  suppose/1  to 
be  redeemable  or  irredemable.  But  the 
lesson  of  Inflated  currency  In  England 
during  the  first  half  of  the  last  century 
and  in  the  United  States  until  1878 
made  him  absolutely  opposed  to  It  as 
unsound   finance. 

"It  is  not  sound  to  issue  note  circu- 
tion  unless  absolutely  secured  by  gold. 
A  note  Is  only  money  because  it  can  be 
converted    into    gold." 

Mr.  Ross,  of  West  Middlesex,  asked 
if  the  assets  of  the  Ontario  Bank  had 
been  sufficient  to  pay  the  depositors 
and  shareholders,  or  did  the  bank  which 
took  over  Us  business  make  up  a  cer- 
tain amount. 

Mr.  White  replied  that  he  was  unabls 
to  say,  but  his  own  opinion  was  that  tba 
assets  of  the  Ontario  Bank  War*  .suVv 
stantial. 

Sir    Edmund    Qsler      added,     that   thai 
double  call   on  -the   shareholders   or  the. 
Ontario    Bank    had    been    responded    to 
well,   that  the  deposltoru  and  notehold- 
ers   had    bean    paid   and       shareholders 
would  set  bock  quite  a  bit 

Mr.  A.  K.  Maclean,  of  Halifax,  spok* 
at  length  on  the  provisions  of  tha  bllL 


A  staff  of  auditors  might  be  a  wise 
movement.  He  criticised  the  provision 
with  regard  to  amalgamation  of  bonks. 
Mr.  Maclean  expressed  doubt  as  to 
whether  the  proposal  to  create  a  cen- 
tral gold  reserve  would  prove  to  be  a 
good  one.  It  should  be  explained  fully 
to  the  banking  committee  In  order  that 
it  might  be  better  understood.  He  was 
riot  able  to  satisfy  himself  that  this 
provision  wouhl  prevent  irregularity  to 
any  considerable  extent.  He  thought, 
perhaps,  It  would  be  bettor  if  the  banks 
were  to  increase  their  capital.  It  was 
also  psossjble  that  they  were  keeping 
an  unnecessary  high  reserve  and  thus 
allowing  a  large  amount  of  money  to 
be   kept    out   of   circulation. 

x\Ir  Mail,  an  agreed  with  the  Finance 
ilinistrr  that  the  suggestion  that  de- 
positors should  I  e  guaranteed  against 
loss  would  be  fundamentally  unsound 
banking.  In  conclusion  he  expressed 
the  view  that  the  curtailment  of  the 
voting  powers  of  the  shareholders  to 
one  vote  each  .  might  not  be  a  bad 
thing. 

Mr.   Maclean   of   South   Tork. 

Mr.  \V.  K.  Maclean  (South  York)  ex- 
pressed surprise  at  the  conservative  na- 
ture of  the  two  speeches  to  winch  the 
!  louse  luoi  listened.  Thero  had  heen  a 
conservative  speech  by  Mr.  White  with 
which  many  Conservatives  would  not 
agree,  and  a  slightly  liberal  speech  by 
Mr.  Mai  iwo.  who  was  the  spokesman  of 
his  party.  He  personally,  could  not 
agree  with  either.  He  believed  In  the 
public  inspection  of  banks.  It  .  pre- 
vailed in  the  United  States,  and  had 
done  much  good.  Tha  Finance  Minister 
had  stated  that  in  moat  cases  of  the 
failure  the  money  had  been  returned  to 
the  depositors.  This  was  quite  true, 
but    in    the 


!  majority  of  cases  the  de- 
positors wore  out  of  the  money  for  a 
long    time.
